Korea 
Rotation 


Planned

WASHINGTON — In late 
February the Army will be- 
gin rotating nearly 11,500 
troops under its new Overseas 
Unit Replacement System 
(OVUREP). 


The troop rotation test, in ad- 
dition to its importance in pro 
viding peacetime support for the 
Army’s doctrine of battlefield unit 
replacement in wartime, is es- 
pecially timely in view of the 
President’s order reducing the 
number of dependents overseas— 
which very likely will result in 
shorter tours for most overseas 
areas. The OVUREP system is de- 
signed to handle rotation of troops 
on a short-tour basis and might 
fit in nicely with requirements for 
troop rotation in the future, many 
officials feel. 

OVUREP rotation will start 
with five battle groups from the 
1st Inf. Div. at Fort Riley, Kans, 
and the 2d Inf. Div. at Fort Benn- 
ing, Ga. Troops of these units will 
replace men serving with five 
battle groups of the 7th Inf. Div 
in Korea. 

Unit replacement systems are 
by no means new. The Army used

‘Medicare 
Cost Rise 
Predicted 


WASHINGTON — As the De- 
fense Department’s Medicare pro- 
gram moved into its fifth year of 
operation this week, officials are 
anticipating a big increase in the 
program’s business. The main cause 
of this increase, it was explained, 
is the President’s order directing 
a cutback in the number of de- 
pendents overseas. 


The result of the order will be 
that there will be more dependents 
in the States and this means more 
will seek medical care. 


But officials don’t expect the in- 
crease to have any adverse effects 
on the program’s operation. Fears 
that service hospitals in the States 
would be overcrowded as a result 
of the President’s order are un- 
founded, they say. Dependents who 
are separated from their sponsors 
are permitted’ to use civilian hospi- 
tal facilities for Medicare treat- 
ment. The only difficulty antic- 
ipated is one of finances. An ‘in- 
crease in Medicare services—éspe- 
cially one which will expand the 
use of civilian hospital facilities 
—is bound to cost more money. 

At present Defense isn’t able to 
release any information on the 
amount of money it is asking 
Congress to provide for the

5363 on New 
Captains List 


WASHINGTON — Selections 
for temporary promotion of 5363 
Army first lieutenants to captain 
were announced in Circular 624- 
38 this week. Promotions immedi- 


ately started from the lists and 
500 officers will get their tracks 
this Christmas month. 


And, it was predicted, all of 
those on the lists will be promoted 
by Christmas of next year, since 
the numbers selected by boards 


are geared to last for about one 
year. 

There were 4727 on the Army 
Promotion List, 174 on the Medical 
Service Corps, 162 on the Army 
Nurse Corps, 114 on the Chaplain, 
61 on the Women’s Army Corps 
and 27 on the Army MS Corps. 

Names of more than 600 of 
those on the lists are being pub- 
lished in Army Times this week 
on Page 20, and the remainder

Mid-Grade Hikes Up 


WASHINGTON—Temporary promotions for Army EM 
in January were set at 12403 this week, with marked improve- 
ment for new stripes in the middle paygrades (E-5, E-6 and 
E-7) in the first calendar month of the New Year.’ 





Whether this forecasts a new 
upward trend and will break the 
logjam in temporary promotions 
in the long-stagnant middle grades 
was not known as yet. Army 
officials are watching the figures 
closely and may be able to make 
a definite forecast in a matter of 
weeks, depending on vacancies in 
February, March and April. 

But in the middle grades, pro- 
motions to E-7 in January were 
fixed at 419, up 137 from this 
month; in E€6 at 1222, an in- 
crease of 573 over this month; 
and in E-5 a boost of 398 to a total 
of 2037. 

Promotions to E-8 in January 
also were up, to 519, an increase 
of 124 over this month. Upgrad- 
ings in E-9 were down slightly to 
143 in January, a drop of 19 from 
the current 30 days. 

Total promotions for all EM in 
January were down somewhat 
from this month’s total of 13505, 
but well above the 7758 in Novem- 
ber, and the 6028 in October. 
Biggest drop in promotions in 
January will be in grade E-4, 
where the quota was set at 7816,

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Kin Cut 
Quotas 
Decried

WASHINGTON — The Army is 
asking the Department of Defense 
to scrap the quota system in its 
edict ordering the military services 
to bring back 284,000 of the 484,- 
000 dependents overseas, it was re- 
ported reliably this week. It was 
also learned that the Army had ask- 
ed a three-month delay in execu- 
tion of the order. 

The Army itself, ordered to send 
its plans to DOD by 5 December, 
refused to discuss what recommen- 
dations it had made to Defense Sec- 
retary Thomas S. Gates. The 
Army’s recommendations were 
signed on 6 December. 

However, it was reported that all 
of the military services are greatly 
distraught over Gates’ order that 
it must cut overseas dependent 
numbers at the rate of 15,000 a 
month for the next 19 starting 1 
January, The Army’s quota is 7710 
a month. 

Army ‘officials reportedly have 
asked DOD that, if the order is 
made to stick, it be allowed to 
bring back dependents on its own 
schedules, hoping that it can work 
out most of the oversea drawbacks 
through normal attrition. 

The big rub will come in Army 


since Gates’ order limits the num- 
ber of dependents that can be 
maintained in foreign countries 
by all services to 200,000. The 
Army’s share of this has not been 
definitely established.

IN OTHER COMMAND changes 
these shifts were made: 

Lt. Gen. Guy S. Meloy Jr., now 
commander of Seventh Army 
Corps in Germany, will succeed 
Lt. Gen. Emerson L. Cummings as 
deputy commander of Eighth Army 
in Korea. 

Cummings will return to the 
United States as Fifth Army com- 
mander at Chicago succeeding Lt. 
Gen. William H. Arnold, who will 
retire early in 1961. 

Lt. Gen. John C. Oakes, now 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Military 
Operations, will take command of 
Seventh Corps in Germany. Maj. 
Gen. Barksdale Hamlett, now as- 
sistant deputy chief of staff for 
Military Operations will take over 
Oakes’ job at the Pentagon.

Career Pamphlet Being 
Readied by the Army 


WASHINGTON — Officer spec- 
ialists who would consider making 
the Army a career if they thought 
they could spend most of their 
time assigned to duties in their 
specialties may find themselves 
signing up for a career program 
when the Army releases a new 
pamphlet early next year. 

At: present the Army is ea 
on the long pamphlet which wil 
explain career programs for every 
officer in the Army. The pamph- 
let wil be number DA Pam 600-3. 
It should be ready by February. 

Many of the programs outlined 
in the pamphlet deal with career 
management in the basic Army 
branches and offer nothing new. 
The significant part of the book- 
let, according to reports, will be 
a section dealing with officer 
specialists. In a few specialties, 
career programs have already 
been developed and regulations 
are also in the works.

BUT IN A’ NUMBER of cases, 
involving high specialized, under- 
populated job areas, new consid- 
eration is being given to promis- 
ing officers, who qualify for these 
jobs, a continuous line of assign- 
ments in the field.

Reserves Who Attend AWC 
May Get Active Duty Call 


FORT MONROE—Headquarters, 
Continental Army Command has 
broadened the prerequisites ap- 
plicable to Reserve officers not on 
active duty for consideration to 
attend the Army War College 
(AWC). 

The new policy will facilitate 
qualified reserve officers not on 
active duty being chosen for en- 
rollment in the Army’s highest ed- 
ucational institution. It is another 
result of USCONARC’S continuing 
support of the “One Army” theme. 

The change is soon to be publish- 
ed in a new USCONARC regula- 
tion. Present criteria for AWC at- 
tendance by reserve Officers not 
on active duty will be expanded to 
include officers who qualify as 
nearly as possible under the same 
considerations governing selection 
of active Army oficers for the AWC 
eourse. The officer should hold 





rank of lieutenant colonel or colo- 





nel and following graduation be 
available for active duty at De- 


partment of the Army or other 
headquarters having a _ reserve 
component mission. 


The 42-week course conducted 
by the Army War College prepares 
officers for the highest command 
and general staff positions in the 
Army, in joint and combinet com- 
mands and for high level positions 
within the Department of Defense. 

Details of procedure for making 
application to attend the AWC 
may be obtained from appropriate 
Army Reserve units.

An example of how such a 
career program will work, if 
adopted, is the one which has al- 
ready been accepted for informa- 
tion officers. This program will be 
outlined in the new pamphlet and 
others are under study. 


Maj. Gen. George E. Martin, 
Chief of the Officer Assignment 
Branch at the Pentagon, told 
Army Times this week how the 
information officer program will 
work, 

According to Martin, the new 
career pattern for information 
officers will emphasize the fact 
that specialization in this field is 
compatible with career develop- 
ment leading to selection for 
senior service schools and promo- 
tion to higher grades.

“MOST OF THE OFFICERS are 
accepted into the program on the 
basis that they will continue to 
maintain proficiency in their basic 
branches through normal military 
schooling and through assignments 
to branch-type duties alternating 
with assignments to information 
duties. 

“After these officers complete 
all assignments and schooling for 
full branch qualification, they 
May serve continuously in infor- 
mation duties if requirements ex- 
ist. A limited number of officers 
are selected at mid-career — the 
15th year for regulars and the 
10th year for others — for con- 
tinuous assignments in informa- 
tion duties.” 

This is how it will work in all 
specialties if DCSPER officials 
buy the idea. Details of the pro- 
gram for each specialty will dif- 
fer slightly. However the basic 
idea will be to provide con- 
tinuous duty within the special- 
ized field after an officer 
reaches mid-point in his career.

Gations are divided into three maj- 
or areas. 


1. Strengthening of civilian 
authority. 

2. Command of military opera 
tions. 

3. Budgetary procedures. 

In reverse order, the budgetary 
procedures call for moneys to be 
appropriated to the Secretary of 
Defense after he has explained 
how they will be used. This would 
normaliy be on an annual basis, 
as at present. But in the research 
and engineering area, money 
should be appropriated, the plan 
says, on a “multi-year basis” so 
that continuity in developing weap- 
on systems can be maintained.

THE PRESENT concept of mili- 
tary command, as represented by 
the unified commands, would be 
maintained. However, the unified 
commands called for by the Sy- 
mington plan are four. 

They are the “Strategic Com- 
mand, % which Symington has. said 
might be headed by a Navy officer, 
under which would come all forces 
designed for all-out nuclear war; 


the “Tactical Command,” whose 
head Symington said, might be an 
Army officer, w would be re- 
sponsible for all 
their use in “limited war” situa- 
tions and which would have forces 
specifically assigned it; and the 
“Defense Command,” in charge of 
defending Continetal United States 
and having in it the forces neces- 
sary to do this job, which might 
be headed by an Air Force officer, 
Symington said. Finally there is 
the National Guard-Resérve com- 
mand which would also be respon- 
sible for civil defense. 

This portion of the Symington 
plan also calls for service chiefs 
80| who are not on the joint staff. It 
proposes a Chairman of the Joint 
Ss in place of the Chairman of 
the JCS, abolishes the JCS and in- 
creases the size of the joint staff, 
which becomes in effect the opera- 
tional and control arm over mili- 
tary operations for the Secretary

The number of so-called frozen 
MOSs will increase slightly in 
January in some grades but over- 
all the picture was good because 
many MOSs were going in and out 
of the deepfreeze for only one 
month. 

For instance, IN for one month 
only were 766 (transportation sup- 
ply and parking specialist) in E-8; 
733 (accounting specialist) in E-7; 
and 562 (harbor craft boatswain) 
in E-6 and E-5. OUT for one but 
back IN now were 677 (multi- 
* engine helicopter mechanic) in 
E-8; 193 (heavy air defense artil- 
lery fire control crewman) in E-6 
and E-5; and 194 (light air de- 
fense artillery control crewman), 
also in E6 and E-5. 

In the case of E-9s; promotions 
were not authorized because they 
had reached authorized levels in 
eight MOSs an increase of two 
over this month. Those to be add- 
ed in January are MOS 153 (artil- 
lery surveyor) and 321 (lineman). 

This reflects, it was said, the 
Army’s new tight control over pro- 
motions.

Medicare program in next year’s 
budget. The requests are still be- 
ing worked out. But it is almost 
certain that they will be asking 
the legislators to give them more 
funds. 

The Dependents’ Medical Care 
Program, established by the De- 
pendents’ Medical Care Act (Pub- 
lic Law 569, 84th Congress) cele- 
brated its fourth birthday on 7 
December. 

By the end of December, civilian 
physicians and hospitals will have 
provided care to approximately one 
million dependent wives_and chil- 
dren at a cost of more than $270 
million. About $6 million (2.2 per- 
cent) of this amount will have 
been paid for administrative costs, 
while approximately $133 million 
will have been paid to hospitals 
and $131 million to physicians. 

More than one-half million 
babies have been born, one-quar- 
ter million surgical operations 
performed and about 200,000 medi- 
cal conditions have been cared 
for at government expense by civil- 
ian health agencies. 

But this is only part of the 
story. During these same four 
years, the world-wide uniformed 
services medical systems have also 
been providing care for-the depend- 
ent wives and children of active 
duty servicemen. Inpatient medi- 
eal care will have been provided 
to approximately 1,875,000 wives 
and children.

this method of rotation during 
World War II, and has tried 
several tests similar to OVUREP 
in recent years — notably Gyro- 
scope. But individual replace- 
was the rule of thumb during the 
Korean War and has been the 
basic method employed since 
then. This year, in fact, the Army 
began assigning troops by name 
under a new and highly indi- 
vidualized rotation system. 

The OVUREP system is especi- 
ally designed to facilitate rota- 
tion of two-year enlisted men — 
draftees — so that the Army gets 
full use of their time in service. 
Under the OVUREP plan, each 
unit participating will have in- 
tensive training before moving to | work 
Korea, This peried provides for 16 
weeks of individual training and 
13 weeks of unit training. 

Upon arrival in Korea, the 
battle group will exchange men 
with the battle group of the 7th 
Inf. Div. This battle group will 
then return to the United States, 
where it will discharge or redis- 
tribute the men from Korea, after 
which the unit will be remanned 
and retrained as a continuing ele- 
ment of OVUREP. 

Scheduling of the OVUREP 
plan is so precise that a recruit 
could enter the Army, be assigned 
to a participating unit immediate- 
ly after basic training, go through 
the full cycle of training in the

sea tour and be returned to the 
U.S. almost exactly on the date of 
his discharge.

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Army Offers New Benefits to Student Nurses 


WASHINGTON—The Army student nurse program has 
been revised to provide tuition, fees, higher rank and salary 
to students in 4-year nursing schools, Col. Margaret Harper, 
ANC, Chief of the Army Nurse Corps announced this week. 


Qualified female nurses who 
have completed the first two years 
of a program leading to a bach- 
elor’s degree in nursing may parti- 
cipate in the program. 

The new policy, to be published 
goon as a change to Army Regula- 
tion 601-19, will apply to those 
currently in the Army Student 
Nurse Program and to all new par- 
ticipants. Once it becomes effective, 
however, it will not be retroactive 





for periods previous to the change. 

Qualified students may enter the 
new Army student nurse program 
during their junior or senior 
years. Junior year participants will 
hold the rank of E-1 in the Wo- 
men’s Army Corps Reserve. If 
room and board are not furnished 
by the school they will receive 





more than $200 a month, After 





four months they will be promoted 
to the rank of E-2. 

At the beginning of the senior 
year, these students will hold the 
rank of E-2. Six months before 
graduation they will receive a sec- 
ond lieutenant’s commission in the 
Army Nurse Corps, They will re- 
ceive $338 a month if room and 
board are not furnished by the 
school. 

. . 

FO.ULOWING GRADUA- 
TION and after being licensed as 
registered nurses, those who have 
participated in the program for 





two years will serve in the Army 
Nurse Corps on active duty ‘for 
three years; participants in the 
program for one year will serve 
two years on active duty. 

The new changes do not apply 
to Army Student Nurses in 3-year 
nursing school programs. They 
will continue to receive the pay of 
an E-1 or E-2 enlisted reservist on 


active duty in the Women’s Army 
Corps and upon graduation will 
be commissioned as second lieu- 
tenants in the Army Nurse Corps. 

Changes in the Army student 





nurse program have become neces- 
sary because of rising costs of ad- 
vanced education and because of 
the need for more professional 
nurses in the Army. The program 
was initially set up over four years 
ago to give worthy student nurses 
financial assistance in completing 
their nursing education.

WASHINGTON—Claims regulations to help you recover, at least in part, for losses 
you may suffer because of damage to, or loss of, your household effects have been made 


as helpful and foolproof as possible—but they can’t quite do 


Between the assistance offered 
you by the household goods ship- 
ping office and the complete fol- 
luw-through of your claim by the 
claims investigating officer, prac- 
tically everything is done for you, 
once you have completed the in- 
itial claim papers. True, you must 
keep the claims investigating of- 
ficer informed of any developments 
regarding your case, but, beyond 
that, it is his job to carry the ball 
for you and to see your case 
through to final settlement. 

The filing of the original claims 
forms can be a very simple opera- 
tion—or a tough one, involving a 
lot of time and work. It depends 
on you, and what recerds you have 
kept which you can use. te form a 
basis for settlement,’

ventory of what you own and its 
value.

ONCE YOU HAVE filed your 
claim and it is in the hands of the 
claims investigating officer, he does 
all the rest of the work for you, 
regardless of how long it may take. 
The carrier must deal with him in 
contesting any questionable angles 
of your claim, and it is this officer 
who will see to it that the claim is 
settled by the carrier. 

This, .in itself, is a tremendous 
asset to claimants, Obviously, an 
experienced “claims investigator is 
going te, be tougher for a carrier 
to argue with than an untrained 
householder normally would be. 

And if his collection efforts fail, 
he will turn it over to the Judge 
Advocate General's office for 
handling at that level.

Help Needed 


We are glad to see that the American 
Legion as well as several congressmen are 
concerned about the inequality of sacrifice 
imposed upon service families by President 
Eisenhower's order to drastically reduce the 
number of dependents overseas. The Legion 
promises a “thorough study” of the order’s 
potential effect. We hope the result will be 
sympathetic to the service point of view, as 
opposed to the executive, and that the Legion 
may then find it worthwhile to embark on a 
program of education among the civil popula- 
tion on just what makes the military popula- 
tion click. Retired servicemen and those on 
inactive duty, living among civilians, could 
well make themselves useful in this area, too. 

For it’s our experience that too many 
Americans, like the columnist mentioned in 
Monte Bourjaily’s column (page opposite 
editorial), relate the modern military life to 
what it was in the 1930s, a thing separate 
from American society as a whole. At the 
same time, they disregard the fact that the 
need to keep large forces overseas for long 
periods—in peacetime—is something unique 
in American experience. 

Far from being an entity separate from 
American society, the services today are 
closely linked to it and their people reflect in 
their lives and desires Americans as a whole. 
Around the core of professionals are many 
thousands of young technicians and junior 
officers who are just beginning their careers 
—and are tentative about it. They cannot be 
expected to stiffen the upper lip when asked 
to suffer harsh sacrifices in time of peace 
while the rest of their countrymen live more 
than comfortably. 

On the contrary, they have the right to 
ask very practical questions before com- 
mitting themselves to a military career. 
Moreover, they do ask if their families can 
be moved with them from post to post, if 
their children can be properly educated, if 
they can expect a standard of living on a par 
with civilians of their own age. And if they 
don’t. get the right answers many of them— 
toe many—will take the first opportunity to 


. get out of service. 


This Army, for example, is not the Vic- 
terian British army of Rudyard Kipling and 
other fictioneers, with traditions of the 
youngest son serving long years in the Pun- 
jab before he could return to England to find 
a wife. Neither is it the Army of the Amer- 
ican frontier in the 1870s, which itself was 
part of a society moving westward and mak- 
ing sacrifices as it went. 


It’s a modern Army and—at this point in 
history, anyway — a peacetime Army. It 
needs men of technical skill and rare leader- 
ship ability to make it work. Lacking a 
long tradition of service such as characterized 
the officer corps of other nations, and not 
faced with the patriotic incentive provided 
by war, recruitment in prosperous times is 
difficult. 

Getting and retaining good career men in 
all ranks then becomes a matter of promis- 
ing incentives which, so to speak, are in 
tune with the times — things like proper 
housing, the maintenance of the family as a 
unit (save for assignment in a few areas), 
assignment and promotion cut to an equitable 
career pattern. 

Unfortunately, the pattern in recent years 
has been allowed to shift and blur to an in- 
ordinate degree as changes in all of these 
things have been wrought by ukase and 
dictate. This system of alternately doling out 
benefits and then withdrawing them has 
done great harm to the retention rate, which 
is bound to get worse if the President’s 
latest order stands unaltered.

Many Ways to Save $$

On 25 November the TV program “Eye- 
witness To History” offered a production 
entitled “Gold Rush 1960,” which covered 
some of the problems facing our country 
because of the‘ depleting amount of gold 
we have.

It was mentioned that in Europe we 
have 250,000 servicemen and to support 
these people it costs $600,000,000 per an- 
num, Approximately 300,000 dependents 
of service personnel are also overseas.

A check of 
this scale will show that very few serv- 
ice families, certainly not enlisted, can 
afford to spend $1000 a year for each de- 
pendent overseas or over here. For most 
of us, even $1000 per family would mean 
from % to % of our total income.

IS the Defense Department saying that 
the facilities overseas for servicemen and 
their dependents have been improperly 
supervised and inadequate? It seems to be 
inferred that the everyday staples neces- 


sary for a family are not available in gov- 
ernment facilities, making it necessary for 
the dependents to purchase these items on 
the local economy. Or is the inference 
that dependents overseas are spending this 
$1000 a year on gifts, entertainment and 
luxuries? 

Another part of the show covered ex- 
ports and imports and disclosed the fact 
that we are fighting what appears to be 
a losing battle. It seems that our pro- 
ducts cannot compete with foreign pro- 
ducts. due to~the cost of such items or 
their quality. 

English shoes, French gloves, German 
cameras and Japanese china are imported 
in the millions of dollars every year for 
sale here in the United States. These 
items are low in cost compared to auto- 
mobiles and Paris originals, also imported, 
and are sold in stores owned by the for- 
eign investors or sold through American 
owned stores, the result being the same. 

Is the government going to forbid peo- 
ple in the United States to purchase items 
not “MADE IN THE U.S.A.”?

DOES IT SEEM reasonable then to cut 
down on foreign items sold in exchanges 
overseas, replace them with items made 
in the U.S.A. and allow these replaced 
items to be imported in greater quantity 
te the U.S. where they are sold at greater 
cost to the people here? 

Part of the appeal to foreign travel is 
the chance to purchase items in the 
countries they are made in at savings to 
the buyer. Each country is famous for 
certain items, as is the United States. How 
many of us, let alone a foreign visitor, 
would like to purchase a “Genuine Indian 
Blanket” in New Mexico only to find that 
it was made in a factory in Chicago? 

The same holds for overseas personnel 
that purchase German radios rather than 
an American one due to the better quality 
and workmanship at reasonable cost. 

If the quality and design of American 
products were improved, imports were cut

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Should Women Be 
Allowed to Vote?

| glen BEEN BORN and raised in Maryland, I am 
naturaly proud of my state, which is the greatest 
in the Union. I became even prouder of Maryland the 
other day when I learned that it was one of the three 
states to reject the idea that women should be permitted 


to vote. 

The 19th Amendment, which 
gave the vote to women, was the 
biggest political mistake since 
the commissioning of Benedict 
Arnold. The amendment was ap- 
proved by the required two- 
thirds of each house of Con- 
gress in 1919, but the following 
year plucky Maryland, ‘Virginia 
and Alabama were the only far- 
sighted states to turn it down 
(West Virginia also voted not, 
then changed its mind, a switch 
which some experts say was il- 
legal). 

Now that women have had a 
taste of voting, it probably 
would be extremely difficult to 
take their votes away. What we 
ought to consider is some kind 
of system under which the wife 
wouldn’t be allowed to vote for 
the President or Vice President, 
and each husband would have 
two votes. Then, to satisfy the 
girls, we could let them vote for 
a 2nd Vice President (Social), 
who would be a woman in 
charge of all the social rigama- 
role that keeps the President 
from doing his job.

I LIKE WOMEN — actually, I 
love women — but when I read 
the women’s pages of our daily 
newspapers I’m not sure they 
are seriously considering the 
weighty problems involved when 
they vote for public officials, 
the way men always do, Right 
after the recent elections, for 
example, I saw some open let- 
ters to Jacqueline Kennedy, the 
First-Lady-to-Be, and I got new 
insight into the odd view some 
women have of politics. 

Some open letters were rea- 
sonably logical, like the one 
written by society editor Betty 
Beale in the Washington Star. 
She offered a list of sensible 
suggestions. Among other things, 
she proposed that the new First 


Lady encourage artists, invite 
some _ distinguished creative 
Americans to White House 


soirees, instead of just personal 
friends or big campaign con- 
tributors, and encourage the 
President to have ambassadors 
over for diplomatic dinners. 

She also urged Jackie to let 
people get a longer look at 
the First Lady in reception 
lines, throw a few dances in 
the East Room, hold a month- 
ly conference with lady re- 
porters, have children’s par- 
ties in the White House, and 
feminine things like that. 

The good lady from the Star 
has sound ideas, I suppose, from 
a woman’s point of view. She 
almost changed my opinion on 
the subject of letting women 
vote, but. then I read “Open Let- 
ter to Jacqueline,” by Eugenia 
Sheppard, women’s feature edi- 
tor of the New York Herald 
Tribune.

THE FIRST paragraph of the 
Herald Tribune piece made me 
think I was about to read a seri- 
ous treatise on politics. It be- 
gan: 

“Of course you (Jackie) won't 
mean to but, as First Lady, ‘you 
are going to revolutionize the 
lives of lots of women in the 
next few years.” Aha, I 
thought, here comes a political 
tract on the balance of trade 
problems, the nuclear stalemate,

decrease of our gold reserves, 
and similar high level stuff. 
Miss Sheppard continued: 


“Your own very personal taste 
. is going to give them more 
courage to express theirs, which 
normally they are complete 
pantie-waists about doing.” Here 
it comes, I thought, a plea for 
a safter line to the Russians, 
maybe a suggestion for devalu- 
ing the dollar or military disen- 
gagement, perhaps an end to the 
draft. But the next sentence in 
Miss Sheppard’s piece swiftly 
disillusioned me:

This 
is high-level political thinking? 
The open letter went on to 
praise the new First Lady’s 
“wonderful anemone - colored 
wool coats,” including the pur- 
ple one she wore to hear the 
news of the election. Putting in 
a plea for even stronger and 
more effective leadership, Miss 
Sheppard wrote: 


“One of your triumphs, ’'m 
sure, will be the first national 
break-through of straighter 
hair against the frizzy perma- 
nent wave.” Wow, I thought, 
that’s New Frontier stuff right 
off the top. 

By the time Miss Sheppard 
got halfway through her letter, 
she was rapturous. “You are 
never minked or beaded,” she 
wrote.” “You never look like 
money. Everything you wear is 
extraordinarily simple and looks 
exactly like you.” Who else 
should it look like?

LATER, the open letter went 
on: 

“It’s your fate that you hap- 
pen to be the hypothetical young 
woman the slick-paper maga- 
zines’ and newspaper women’s 
Pages are always purveying to 
their readers, and to get you as 
First Lady is the fashion ex- 
citement of all times.” I bet 
Miss Sheppard was quivering 
with fervor when she finished 
typing out that sentence. 

Miss Sheppard went on to 
indicate that we’ll all permit 

a few indiscretions in the 
White House. “Probably you 
will wear American clothes 
from now on, but everybody 
will forgive you if you have 
an occasional fling with your 
old favorite Paris designer, 
Givenchy, whose avante-garde 
clothes you wear so well.” 

I stopped reading at that 
point — it sounded like some 
kind of scandal might be hinted 
at, and Mrs. Kennedy is too nice 
and sensible a person to get 
mixed up with any of those for- 
eigners, particularly Frenchmen. 

We all know about them. 

Anyway, as I read ehrough 
the women’s pages after the 
election, I thought that if this 
is what’ women are worried 
about when they vote for a Presi- 
dent, maybe they shouldn’t be 
permitted to. vote in the first 
place. The first order of busi- 
ness in the new administration 
should be repeal of the 19th 
Amendment. I’m sure that 
Maryland, the Free State (it 
originally voted to remain free 
of prohibition) will lead the 
way in a cause that is just. 
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column. 


Some of Porter’s statements 
are worth repeating because they 
demonstrate the attitude of so 
many civilians, an attitude that 
the Army and all the services 
for that matter, have been try- 
ing to change for years. It ap- 
pears that they have been not 
very successful. For the old ci- 
vilian resistance to, even envy 
of, the military shows through 
Porter’s writing. The beliefs 
that Porter sets forth about what 
is valuable and attractive to sol- 
diers, the thinking about what a 
soldier is and why he serves, 
should be instructive to those 
who represent the military to the 
rest of this country. For it can 
show them where they have 
failed to change this attitude. 

“Military service, it seems to 
me,” writes Porter, is primarily 
a duty, not a way of life. If over- 
seas orders come—and they do, 
regularly, that’s part of a sol- 
dier’s life. You serve till your 
stretch is done, then you return 
to Broadway, Squaresville, or 
Euclid Avenue.”

Civilian Views Ike

LEVELAND PLAIN DEALER columnist Philip W. Porter, setting himself up as a 
spokesman for “civilians here,” meaning in Cleveland (I suppose), indicates that he 

and those he speaks for approve the program to bring home or keep from going over- 
seas the families of thousands of American servicemen. MSgt. Robert Robison of Bat- 
tery D, 1st Missile Battalion, 68th Artillery sent me a copy of Porter’s 23 November 


He isn’t a soldier merely eight 
hours a day, leaving his work 
area at 4:30 for the ivy-covered 
cottage in the housing develop- 
ment on the edge of town. 


But if Porter is wrong in this 
part of his attitude, he has a 
point later in his column—after 
telling his readers how much 
better off soldiers (and sailors 
and airmen) are because they 
get travel, get cheap servants 
during oversea assignments, get 
more for their money in the way 
of housing, food, free oversea 
movement including their cars 
and their household goods. 
There is just enough truth in 
what he says to make it hard to 
disabuse him of those persua- 
sions. 


“In some ways our relations 
with foreign people may now 
actually improve,” he writes. 
“In England where there was no 
language difficulty great num- 
bers of families ‘lived off the 
base. 

“But in others—France, Ger- 
many, Africa, Turkey, Japan, 
etc.—hundreds lived in a Little 
America, an extra-territorial en- 
clave, and knew little and cared 


less about the life in the country 
around them. 

“They weren't living in a for- 
eign country. They were buying 
foreign-made goods at the PX 
and foreign-produced food in 
the commissary but sticking to 
Caeneeares: +

OF COURSE, the military are 
clannish, particularly overseas. 
And even in the United States, 
the mixing of the military and 
the civilian community was once 
limited to going to town on pay- 
day. 

Much has been done to over- 
come this clannishness. But 
much remains to be done—by 
the military and by civilians. 

The 
community relations programs 
undertaken by ARADCOM and 
by many posts is gradually eras- 
ing this concept.

en DETAILS of the proposal to arm the North At- 
lantic alliance with nuclear weapons remain somewhat 
cloudy. The NATO Parliamentary meeting, just ended, 
came up with only one recommendation — which wasn’t really 
spelled out but has given rise to much speculation. 

That recommendation was to give NATO — presumably through 
the NATO Council — political control over nuclear weapons, 


In European comment, this is interpreted to mean that all the 
fifteen members of NATO would have to agree before nuclear 
weapons could be used by any member. Including, of course, the 
United States. 

One headline read: “Fifteen fingers on the button instead of 
one.”

THIS MAY GIVE — and seems io have given, much comfort to 
nervous Nellies in Europe who think of Americans as trigger-happy. 

It should give no comfort to anyone in the free world on sober 
reflection. 

The primary purpose of the nuclear armament of the United 
States is to DETER the Soviets from launching a nuclear surprise 
attack with their ballistic missiles, against which no physical defense 
as yet exists. 

The inevitability of retaliation is the very heart of deterrence. 

If the hard-headed men in the Kremlin are to be deterred from 
using their weapons to gain military advantage by fear of the con- 
sequences, there must be no mental escape hatches, no possible calcu- 
lation that they can escape those consequences. 

That is what, for instance, the Polaris system or an airborne 
alert for SAC are all about. 

Polaris at sea or aircraft in flight are invulnerable to surprise 
destruction. Hence Polaris or airborne bombers present to the 
Soviet mind the idea of inevitable retaliation. 

. +. - 


BUT THERE are two parts to the idea of inevitable retaliation, 
if it is also to be credible in the minds of the Russians and there- 
fore effective. 

The first part is invulnerability to surprise destruction. 

The second part is the will to use it under a given set of condi- 
tions — i.e., a Soviet nuclear attack on any member of the alliance. 
As long as that will depend on the reaction of the United States gov- 
ernment alone, it is credible. 

It exerts restraint. But if that will become diffused among 
fifteen governments, all of which can agree before the firing order 
goes out to the patrolling submarines or aircraft, it becomes far less 
credible: indeed it is almost incredible. 

Fifteen fingers on the button add up to no deterrent at all. 

Suppose the Kremlin singles out just one country of the al- 
liance to be attacked, or threatened with attack. At the same time, 
the other fourteen are notified —. don’t consent to retaliation, or 
we'll let you have it too. Otherwise you'll not be touched. 

Could we be sure that every single government concerned would 
stand up and be counted? 

And could we be sure that much valuable time would not be 
wasted, in any case, so that whatever form the Soviet aggression 
might take, it would not have accomplished what it set out to do 
while the consent of all fifteen governments to hitting it back was 
being obtained?

COULD WE BE SURE that our retaliation, our deterrent would 
not “be sicklied o’er with the pale cast of thought, and lose the name 
of action?” 

And with all these possible complications, would the Soviets, if 
they seriously wanted to accomplish something that could only be 
accomplished by using force, really be restrained. and deterred by 
the threat of a nuclear retaliation which required the consent of 
fifteen governments, each of which could be separately intimidated?

Meade EOD Unit Maintains 
‘Killer’ Souvenir Museum 


FORT MEADE, Md. — Display- 
ed on shelves in an _ obscure, 
medium-sized room at Fort Meade, 
are between 1000 to 1500 inert 
“killers,” including nuclear simu- 
lators, representing when armed, 
the explosive power equivalent to 
five million tons of TNT. 

Tamed now, the “killers” devas- 
tating potential can be seen in the 
museum of the 549th Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal Detachment, 
commanded by Maj. William R. 
Bowie Jr. 

The museum was created two 
years ago from lethal objects 
brought back as war souvenirs by 
former servicemen without realiz- 
ing the potential danger, and from 
incidents involving bomb scares 
in the Second Army area. These 
bomb scare incidents, averaging 
nearly 1000 each year, are report- 
ed by civil police department mem- 
bers who have been advised to 
leave such objects alone, evacu- 
ate the area, and to contact the 
549th EOD immediately, giving 
full particulars concerning the 
suspected item. 


Ranging from low and high ex- 
plosives to nuclear simulators, ap- 
proximately half of the objects 
displayed are munitions from for- 
eign countries. Deactivated Jap- 
anese booby traps are displayed 
harmlessly side by side with Ger- 
man rockets, Russian shells, and 
Italian explosives. The remaining 
half is composed of U.S. ordnance 
items.

NOT ALL THE CALLS received 
by the 549th turn out to be the 
real McCoy. SFC Henry C. Engle- 
hardt III, assistant operations ser- 
geant, recalls on incident in which 
they were called to a post office on 
a bomb scare. A ticking noise was 
heard inside one of the packages. 
The Army’s explosive disposal ex- 
perts went into action, only to find 
that the “bomb” was a child’s 
spring toy unwinding itself.

is given a certificate stating so.

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Arizona-Alaska Convoy Tests 
New Multi-Fuel Truck Engines 


ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND, Md.—A 12-vehicle convoy of experimental and 
standard Army trucks started a 3500-mile motor march from the Arizona desert to the 


frozen wasteland of interior Alaska on Monday, 5 December. 


Purpose of the trip is to furnish 
a rigorous road test of the vehicles 
plus their adaptability to extremely 
cold weather. 

The new trucks, which are be- 
ing tested for the Ordnance Tank- 


Automotive Command are using 
experimental transmissions and 
have multi-fuel engines which per- 
mit them to use as fuel almost 
anything from high-octane gasoline 
to kerosene or even jet-engine fuel. 
The test is being conducted by 
the Army Ordnance Corps Develop- 
ment and Proof Services at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground. Also to be 
tested en route will be various 
fuels, lubricants and brake fluids. 
The 12 vehicles in the convoy 
include seven miscellaneous 24- 
ton trucks, two 5-ton trucks and 
three %4-ton trucks.

TWENTY-THREE MEN make 
up the group heading north under

include 17 soldiers and six civilian 
technicians—drivers, test person- 
nel, and engineers. 

The development and proof serv- 
ices, headed by Col. Gilbert P. 
Dubia, conducts engineering and 
development tests for all Army 
Ordnance Corps equipment, for 
equipment of other Army branches, 
and of many foreign countries 
which request the service and in 
whose equipment the U.S. Army 
has evinced an interest. 

Testing is conducted at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, at Yuma 
Test Station, Ariz. and at Fort 
Churchill, Canada, among other 
places.

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IG Work Best Preparation 
For Command Assignment 


WASHINGTON—An inspector general has always been a somewhat shadowy figure in 
the minds of many soldiers. He has been called the “alter-ego of the commander” as well as 
a variety of other things, ranging from terms of endearment to “trouble-maker.” 


Because the Army, by regula- 
tion (AR 614-100), has discourag- 
ed professional IGs and even sec- 
end tours for an IG, more and 
more officers — in the grade of 
major and above — can expect to 
serve one tour of three years as 
an 1G 

Discussing the work of an IG 
with several officials in the Office 

of The Inspector General, DA, 
Army Times was told repeatedly 
— and with conviction — that be- 
ing an IG is one of the most in- 
teresting, most rewarding and 
most valuable jobs a career officer 
can have. 

But many officers come into 
their tour as an IG with a feel- 
ing of apprehension about the 
assignment, according te Lt. 
Col. James G. Martin of the 
plans and policy branch, “They 
seon overcome this feeling, how- 
ever,” he said, “and become 

enormously enthusiastic about 
the job. 

“After they have completed 
their tour they are quick to agree 
that it is one of the most valuable 
experiences an Army officer can 
have,” Martin said. “There is no 
other job in the Army where you 
can see everything that’s good and 
everything that’s bad. I like com- 
mand better, of course, every 
officer does . . . but for general 
overall interest, it’s the most fas- 
cinating assignment I’ve _ had.” 
Martin added that “a tour as an

THE I1G’S COMPLAINT system 
has occasionally been questioned. 
But IG officials seem convinced of 
its necessity. Col. Howard L.

“A high pereentage of com- 
plaints are justified and war- 
rant the complaint system. It’s 
not only of value to the indi- 
vidual but te the Army as well, 
And most ‘complaints’ aren’t 
complaints.

There are 
more requests for assistance 
than complaints.” 


There is little question that the 
IG serves a vital function for the 
soldier. In Martin’s words, “the

— well maybe he is the one 
who can.”

THE ARMY HAS authorization 
for 680 inspectors general at this 
time. At present 566 are detailed 
and 75 percent of the men are 
school-trained. 

School-trained, in this instance, 
means a _ two-week. course con- 
ducted at the Pentagon, save for 
an occasional course offered in 
Europe. 

In school — with classes num- 
bering about 20-30 men, a man 
is taught how to go about his job 
as an IG, not what to look for. 

An inspector general is re- 
sponsible to his commander and 
to no one else. The average 
“complaint” or “request for as- 


istance” within a command 
never reaches the DA level. 
Commanders seldom interfere 
with the inspector general, 
though they do not accept all 
recommendations. 

Naturally, some commanders | 


make more use of their IGs tharr| 


others. The IG has been called an 
“alter-ego” of the commander be- 
cause he can spend a great deal 
of time within a single unit, some- 
thing a commander cannot do. 
The significant difference be- 
tween an IG and a staff officer is 
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that an IG has no special interest, 
whether it be training, personnel, 


logistics or whatever.

THE INVESTIGATIONS divi- 
sion, OTIG, DA, headed by Col. 
William H. Spicer, is potentially 
one of the most fascinating sec- 
tions of the Inspector General's 
Office to a reporter but specific 
cases are tightly guarded from 
inquiring minds. Spicer explains it 
simply: “We must protect the in- 
dividual.” 

Within the investigations divi- 
sion is the complaints branch 
headed by Col. Eugene H. Walter. 
Complaints reaching DA leyel in 
the most recent fiscal year quar- 
ter numbered 450. “About a 
third of the complaints are sub- 
stantiated,” Spicer told Army 
Times. 

Of these 450 complaints — 
and a comparison of figures in- 
dicates that this is a fairly typi- 
eal figure — 71 came from per- 
sonal interview, 322 from letters 
to the Office of the Inspector 
General, 41 were forwarded 
from lower headquarters, and 
16 were received from Con- 
gress. 

The 450 figure was broken down 
into 286 complaints and 164 re- 
quests for assistance. The average 
figure for fiscal year 1960 was 417. 


Investigations by The Army IG 
can be initiated only by the Sec- 
retary of the Army and the Chief 
of Staff. In the first quarter of 
FY ’61, there were 14. Congress 
initiated 12 “inquiries” and there 
were 32 security investigations. 
An inquiry can move up to an in- 
vestigation if the facts warrant it. 

As for security investigations, 
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Spicer says that many times secur- 
ity violations are not serious but |

IN GENERAL, the work of in- 
spectors general is divided into 
two areas: (1) inspections, and 
(2) investigations and complaints. 

In some ways, assignment as an 
inspector general is a hard assign- 
ment. IGs travel a lot and are 
forced to get into areas where 
they have had slight previous back- 
ground. Also, as the Army has be- 
come more complicated, the range 
of concern for an IG has become 
more complicated. An IG today 
must necessarily be better inform- 
ed than was once the case. 

Col. Cornutt says that an “IG 
is in a position te help when many 
times a company commander 
can’t,” and Martin insists that an 
IG’s job is “not causing trouble 
but helping people.” 

This kind of thinking gives 
the Army’s watchdog outfit a 
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reason for being. The time has 
apparently leng since passed 
when a soldier could be shipped 
out or punished by his superior 
for “going to the IG.” By and 
large, it would seem as if the 
IG has earned his right to be- 
long. 

Officers are carefully selected 
for IG tours, IG officials believe. 


They say, judgment, experience 
and maturity are primary re- 
quirements. 


The eareer officer who gets an 
IG assignment should, it would 
seem, welcome the job. One thing 
is certain: the work will seldom be 
dull or routine. An IG never 
knows quite what he might get 
into next. 
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More Emphasis Seen on Reserve Readiness 


By LARRY CARNEY 


WASHINGTON — Reserve component units will be 
judged more on mobilization readiness and overall training 
and less on administrative efficiency if an Army Inspector 
General study of the civilian soldier is adopted. 


The more than 550 officers de- 
tailed as IGs—most of them field 
grade officers — have recently 
started a new season of inspections 
of reserve units at armory drills 
and units are putting their best 
foot forward to be ready for them. 

According to Maj. Gen. Donald 
W. McGowan, National Guard 
Bureau Chief, the annual general 
inspection conducted by the IG 
and summer training, are the two 
most important training activities 
for the Army Guard during the 
year. 

IG unit inspections are conduct- 
ed annually between September 
and May—in between summer 
camp periods—when units have 
more than enough time to prepare 
for inspections and when they 
aren’t too busy with ACDUTRA 
preparation and training. 

Under present policy, IGs give 
as much weight in their inspec- 
tion reports to a unit’s adminis- 
trative efficiency—how it main- 
tains its personnel records and 
files—as it does to training and 
combat mobilization readiness. 

There appears to be a difference 
within the reserve components 
over what, if any, changes should 
be made in the rating system. 
Army Reserve leaders maintain 
more emphasis should be placed 
on readiness while Guardsmen be- 
lieve the present system is ade- 
quate.

DOD Lists 3 
Exceptions to 
Liquor Ban 


WASHINGTON—With the order 
less than two weeks old, the De- 
partment of Defense this week au- 
thorized three exceptions from its 
edict banning the military services 
from purchasing goods, including 
liquor and beer. 

The exceptions are: 

@ For stateside PX’s, foreign 
items that are normally available 
in the United States through com- 
mercial importers. 

® For officers and NCO open 
messes, worldwide, beverages and 
food that are normally available, 
for consumption on the premises 
only. 

© Liquor stores run by these 
messes in the United States in re- 
mote areas may stock items that 
are normally available in this coun- 
try through commercial importers. 

No exceptions, it was said offi- 
cally, are being considered for so- 
ealled Class VI (package liquor 
stores) overseas. Thus a man may 
be able ‘to get foreign scotch and 
beer at his open mess but not at a 
service liquor store to take home.

‘No. V-Mail’ 
Say Army-AF 
Postal Men 


WASHINGTON—In event of an- 
other war, would V-Mail, the tissue- 
thin letters of War H, come back? 

Not if Army-AF Postal Service 
officials have anything to say about 
it. 





Postal Service officials in the 
Pentagon shuddered at the thought 
during a discussion of current mail 
procedures and problems with 
Army Times last week. 

Although cost is a factor, the 
Army’s Postal Service men are 
strongly opposed to V-Mail largely 
because soldiers don’t like it. “It 
creates hard feelings,” one explain- 
ed. 

Also, no enclosures are allowed— 
suchas pictures of the girl back 
home—and soldiers figure others 
have read their mail before they 
have. 

In the event of another war, a 
restriction that first class mail be 
limited to a pound or less is con- 
templated. During the Korean War 
there was no cutoff of any kind. 

“Soldiers in Korea got mail they 
had no use for,” said Lt. Col. Rob- 
ert O. Brandow, who served in divi- 
sion APOs during that war. “They 
got Kats, gloves, and mail for their 
mothers-in-law,” he explained. 

Reason for getting dependent’s 
mail is that—although mail for de- 
pendents should be addressed to 
the dependent in care of his or 
her sponsor—inany people simply 
address the mail to the soldier 
sponsor.

according to Army-AF Postal Ser- 
vice officials, who point out that 
the scheme would save a good 
deal of time in money handling 
and would be of great value dur- 
ing wartime. 

A letter outlining the plan was 
sent to commanders overseas last 
week for their reaction.

The last quarterly report 
(from 1 July to 30 September) 
shows that the Postal Service 
issued 573,130 orders valued at

seas, the project would also give 
Finance in STRAC Units the cap 
ability to write money orders. 

Present thinking would reim- 
burse the Post Office Department 
not more than 10 cents per order 
issued.

will be printed in next week’s 
issue. The lists were released too 
late for the Army Times deadline 
to be immediately published in 
full. However, it was decided to 
publish the names of those with 
low sequence numbers to inform 
them they probably will be pro- 
moted in this holiday season. 
Promotions are expected to 
average out about 500 a month 
over the next 12 months although 
the numbers may vary from 
month to month depending on 
vacancies. The number of promo- 
tions could increase if President 
Eisenhower’s order to withdraw 


dependents from overseas results 
in a rash of voluntary retirements. 

Army officials already have ex- 
pressed fears that the order will 
break the back of the Army’s pro- 
gram to retain Junior officers. It 
is unique but the threatened with- 
drawal of dependents from over- 
seas and the limit of numbers of 
dependents sent abroad cuts 
across nearly every Army person- 
nel action, even to the promotion 
outlook. 

The new captains circular was 
dated 29 November this year 
(1960) but it did not come off the 
government printing presses until 
this week. However, it was so 
dated that men could be promoted 
to captain as soon as the old lists 
in Circulars 624-64 dated 19 Aug. 





1959 and 62467 dated 17 Sept. 
1959 were exhausted.

legal question may be raised con- 
cerning Gates’ order. It revolves 
around the question of what would 
happen if a service family ordered 
home without sponsor decided to 
stay and live on the local economy. 
Since the sponsor had been order- 
ed overseas with concurrent trav- 
el for dependents at government 
expense, it is being argued that 
the dependents must be brought 
home at government expense, even 
if they decided to ignore a go-home 
order and stay on until their spon- 
sor returns. 


The Army, in refusing to discuss 
its plans, said: 

“There’s enough confusion now. 
Let’s wait until December 15 to 
see what Gates gives us for Christ- 
mas.” 

* + * 


GATES has set 15 December as 
the date by which he will reply to 
service plans and tell the military 
what it is going to have to do. 

Morale and money also are wor- 
rying Army officials, they admit- 
ted. The Army already had been 
cut in travel funds and met part 
of the problem by asking men 
overseas to extend their tours. 


One /.rmy spokesman said there 
was no money available to step 
up the bringing of dependents 
home. 

Some officials hoped that the 
Army would not have to bring the 
bulk of those ordered back until 
after 1 July. This is for two rea- 
sons. The first is that transporta- 
tion could be charged off to the 
new 1962 fiscal year which starts 
on that date, 

Secondly, and more important, 
Congress convenes on 3 January. 
The last Congress cut military 
transportation at its last session 
and the new Congress also may 
balk at appropriating more travel 
money, 

All of the services also are ex- 
pected to raise the question of how 
the order will damage troop mo- 
rale. They are agreed they cannot 
live under Gates’ order and still 
keep reenlistment and officer re- 
tention rates up.

FROM OTHER QUARTERS, the 
Defense Department was being 
criticized for its action last week. 


Rep. .Carl Vinson, powerful 
chairman of the House Armed 
Services committee, said he recog- 
nized that something has to be 
done about the gold reserve prob- 
lem but that he felt the service 
dependents were singled out for 
special sacrifice. 

“I am rather disappointed that 
the President’s directive should 
place such a heavy burden upon 
the dependents of members of our 
armed forces, while the rest of 
the citizenry proceed without lim- 
itation,” Vinson said. His criticism 
was contained in a letter to Sec- 
retary of Defense Thomas S. Gates.

to equal our exports and American citi- 
zens living in foreign countries made to 
pay income tax, our economy could be on 
the rise. 

* a * 

CERTAIN PERSONS residing outside 
the U.S. for certain periods usually 18 
months, are exempted from paying in- 
come tax. This does not include Depart- 
ment of Army employes or servicemen. 
Instead, it is for persons such as writers, 
movie stars and such, who after making 


their fortunes here do not feel that they 
should pay taxes to help support their 
country and find these loopholes to do it. 

If the amount of money spent by these 
“citizens” were totalled, only a person 
with a college education would be able 
to write the figure, let alone know how 
much it was. 

If all the buildings occupied by the 
military and their dependents overseas 
are not owned by the United States and 
instead are leased from the country in 
which they are situated, then possibly 
some sort of agreement could be reached 
with that country to forego payment for 
a spec’fied time or amount, instead of 
asking that fountry to provide directly 


so much money for support of our troops. 

By lowering the cost of ship and 
air transportation to and from this 
country, possibly more tourists would 
take advantage of the chance to visit the 
U.S.A. and spend a little of their money, 
as hundreds of thousands of American 
tourists are in the process of doing. Of 
course, the amount of money spent by 
an American tourist would be greater than 
that spent in the U.S. by the foreign vis- 
itor, but that is natural since we have 
always been known as big spenders. That 
is the polite way of saying it. 

Certain other steps can be taken to 
improve our economy, other than cutting 
back on the travel of dependents over- 


seas. Remember, by cutting the tour of 
duty, the cost of transporting replace- 
ments more often increases, while the 
amount to be spent overseas by the serv- 
iceman would not necessarily decrease, 
since he is human and cannot run 24 
hours a day on a military schedule for 
very long without some type of enter- 
tainment. 

If an ordinary citizen and serviceman 
can see some of the reasons for this sit- 
uation and can see some of the alterna- 
tives to correct these problems, then with 
the suggestions of others like myself and 
the experts, we should be able to come 
out on top, but not at the expense of 
service personnel and their families.

Road Research Trucks Cover 
17 Million Miles in 2 Years 


OTTAWA, Ill—A 17-million-mile journey, equal to 690 truck trips around the world, 
was completed 30 November by soldiers of the Transportation Corps Road Test Support 
Activity under the command of Lt. Col. Richard J. Lombard. 


During this journey, however, 
none of the soldiers have been fur- 
ther than 10 miles from their bar- 
racks. They have recorded these 
millions of miles on five test tube 
turn-pikes of concrete and as- 
phalt in support of the American 
Association of State Highway Of- 
ficials highway research project 
near Ottawa, Il. 

A scientific study of highways 
subjected to heavy truck traffic, 
the AASHO road test will provide 
data required by engineers in the 
construction of highways of the 
future. 


Since 15 Oct. 1958, soldiers have 
been driving 100 heavily-loaded 
test vehicles, ranging from small 
pick-ups with a half-ton load, up 
to huge semi-tractor and trailer 
combinations with a gross weight 
of 54tons, around five two-lane 
elongated test loops, 3.15 miles in 
circumference.

EXCEPT FOR 40 minute breaks 
at mealtime, and shorter driver 
breaks, these soldiers have rolled 
20 trucks per loop, 10 per test lane, 
19 hours out of every 24, six and 
seven days per week. 

Trucks have been driven in rig- 
idly controlled patterns at speeds 
not greater than 35 miles per hour 
nor less than 25, in daylight and 
darkness, rain, snow and sleet, 
through cold and broiling sun, per- 
petually turning to the left and 
without encountering pedestrians, 
traffic lights or cross traffic. 

Their only change of scenery was 
“experienced at sunrise and sunset 
and with the changing of the sea- 
sons. 

Drivers have piled up some amaz- 
ing statistics in this 17-million-mile 
drive: 

® The fleet of 100 trucks has 
covered a distance equal to 688 
trips around the earth at the equa- 
tor. 

® Driving has consumed 894,000 
man-hours. 

@® Trucks have used 3,853,000 
gallons of gasoline and diesel fuel. 

® Trucks have completed 310 
million ton-miles of operation. 

Test trucks were loaded with 
concrete blocks, inspiring Col. Lom- 
bard to adopt this slogan for the 
command—“The most active activ- 
ity in the U.S. Army. We move 
more concrete, more miles, than 
anyone else in the world and no 
other command can make this state- 
ment.”

DRIVING SCHEDULES and 
shifts required in the interest of 
science resulted in the command 
operating around the clock. Since 
the research engineers and the per- 
manent maintenance crews re- 
quired five hours of daylight each 
day the Army drivers rolled 
throughout the night—65 percent 
of the mileage accumulated was 
accomplished between sunset and 
sunrise. 

Trucks were under constant, 
heavy load, many of them over- 
loaded by normal state - load 
standards. The highway test sec- 
tions that failed were taken out 
of the test and repaired with 
overlays and patches making a 
ride in the large test vehicles a 
teoth rattling experience.

the test loops were more highly 
elevated than any in normal high- 
way construction to allow the driv- 
ers to maintain an almost constant 
speed. These unusual conditions 
produced handling characteristics 
and feel that were foreign to those 
which experienced drivers nor- 
mally find in conventional trucking 
operations. 

The driving mission required me- 
chanical skill to handle the heavily 
loaded trucks, precision in follow- 
ing the rigidly controlled traffic 
pattern and physical stamina to 
endure the monotony of the route. 

a s . 

WORKING IN 10-HOUR shifts, 
the Army driver put 7% total hours 
behind the wheel, traveled approxi- 
mately 233 miles to make 74 trips 
around the loop. In a typical week 
the soldier driver logged more than 
1200 miles behind the wheel. He 
ended up exactly where he started. 

At the peak of traffic, between 
1 Jan. 1960 and 30 June 1960, 
there were over 450 men assigned 
to the two companies that make up 
the activity, the 10th and 62d 
Trans. Med. Trk. Cos. 

When heavy traffic ceased 30 
November, only about 175 men re- 
mained on the project. 


During the 25-month test driv- 
ing period, however, over 1250 
soldiers have participated in this 
project. 

Even before the project 
opened, it was known that the 
driver’s job would be a monoto- 
nous one. The majority of the 
initial driver group was selected 
from personne! with eight 
months to a year of in-service 
time remaining. Losses over the 
year were replaced with person- 
nel having six months or less 
service remaining on their tour 
of duty. 

Selected and trained by the 48th 
Trans. Gp. (Trk.), parent unit of 
the Support Activity, at the Trans- 
portation Training Command, Fort 
Eustis, Va., replacements were 
given various qualifying tests: me- 
chanical ability, coordination of 
hands, vision and depth perception. 

After assignment at Ottawa came 
another week of training in the 
routine and procedures of the test. 
Usually the drivers started in the 
lighter vehicles and worked up to 
larger ones. The most proficient 
graduated to the 30,000 pound 
singles and the 48,000 pound tan- 
dems. 

* + 

PRECISION DRIVING was re- 
quired of these drivers while on the 
test loops. Varied colored lines 
were painted in each test lane 
which represented guides that the 
drivers had to follow to drive a con- 

‘trolled pattern. It was imperative 
that the single axle trucks be driv- 
en in the inside lane and the tand- 
em axle trucks in the outside lanes 
at all times. This was due to the 
weight factor. 

Drivers also had to make con- 
trolled runs past test vans parked 
on the shoulders of the test lanes. 
Instruments in the test van were 
connected to a placement indicator 


35 MPH within 18 inches of the 
test van so that a rod projecting 
down from the rear axle of the 
test vehicle, struck certain switches 
on the placement indicator. 
Drivers encountered to a mi- 
nor degree, some of the physie- 
logical and psychological barriers 
which man can expect te face in 
his space travels: namely, fatigue 
and monotony.

problems which will be facing 
millions of American truck drivers 
and motorists who will be driving 
over future freeways, turnpikes and 
superhighways. That is, the prob- 
lem of coping with the monotony of 
driving long distances over high- 
ways on which there will be a min- 
imum of passing, no on-coming 
traffic, no cross traffic and few 
slowdowns. 

During the past year, the drivers 
themselves became subjects for re- 
search. The Transportation Corps 
in conjunction with the Personnel 
Research Board of the Army (AG) 
carried out a human factors re- 
search program. They attempted to 
capitalize upon the inherent factors 
of monotony and fatigue. It was de- 
signed first, to identify, through 
the use of mechanical and electron- 
ic devices, those drivers whose per- 
formances deteriorate because of 
extreme fatigue and monotony.

THE COMMAND ACCIDENT 
rate of .5222 per 100,000 miles is 
impressive by any standards, de- 
spite the fact that the command 
suffered two fatalities. In a total 
of 89 minor and major accidents, 
only one resulted in time lost due 
to personal injury, officials said. 

At Wallace Barracks, named for 
a local Civil War General, the 
Transportation Corps group had all 
of the conveniences of a larger 
military installation. Though con- 
ceived and built by the National 
Academy of Science as a temporary 
camp to house the drivers and other 
personnel necessary to support the 
drivers, this is an attractive well- 
built cantonment. 

The five metal buildings house 
large living quarters, an office 
building; a recreation building 
complete with game room, TV 
lounge and theater; a branch PX 
and craft shop; and a modern 
well equipped mess; operated on 
the garrisen ration. 

The command purchased locally 
most of the food used in the mess 
hall and was afforded wide lIati- 
tude in adapting menus to satisfy 
the drivers’ tastes as well as their 
needs for this type of operation. 

Army cooks worked around the 
clock seven days a week, serving 
over 1,200 meals at the four meal- 
times each day. The mess sergeant 
had the responsibility of serving 
meals at the Army mess hall and 
each of the five test loops simul- 
taneously, six serving points dis- 
tributed over a geographical area 
of eight miles. Hot meals were 
served to drivers on duty from in- 
sulated containers transported to 
each of the loops, providing as 
nearly as possible the same meal as 
that served in the mess hall. 

Heavy traffic has ceased at the 
biggest highway research project 
ever undertaken. Now engineers 
must take over and evaluate the 
tremendous amount of data that 
has been compiled over the past 
two years. 

It may be years before the knowl- 
edge gained at this road test can 
be incorporated into future high- 
ways that will span the nation, but 
1,250 Transportation Corps soldiers 
can lay claim to the part they play- 
ed in this bit of history.

WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M.—The White Sands 
Missile Range Army Dispensary has 
been stepped up to the status of 
an Army hospital. 

With an enlarged medical staff, 
the authorized 20-bed hospital 
makes possible in-patient as well 
as out-patient care for military 
personnel and their dependents 
as well as emergency care 
for civilian employes at this des- 
ert missile center. 

“Due to the distance from WSMR 
to William Beaumont General Hos- 
pital — approximately 45 miles— 
in-patient care on post is the big- 
gest medical improvement in the 
history of the missile range,” post

FOR HOSPITALIZED HUSBAND 
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pitalized for a short time. 

A Wac said she had to pay her 
husband’s living expenses while 
he was recovering from a mild 
stroke and claimed extra pay. 
The Comptroller said that a 
mild stroke may prohibit a person 
from earning an income for a 
short time, but it is not considered 
permanently disabling or disabling 
for a prolonged period with respect 
to the dependency of a husband. 

In giving his. decision, the 
Comptroller pointed up the con- 
trast between male and female 
members of the armed forces. A 
man’s wife is considered a 
dependent. However, in the case 
of female members the term 
“dependent” includes a husband 
only when he is dependent upon 
his wife for over half his support. 
He must be incapable of self-sup- 
port on account of physical or 
mental incapacity or other reasons. 

An unexplained showing that 
the husband derives his livelihood 
from his officer wife is not suf-

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Unification Highlighted in Symington Reorganization Plan 


Following is the text of a report 
to President-elect John F, Kenne- 
dy by a committee he named to 
study Reorganization ef the De- 
fense Department: 


Introductory Statement 


Since its appointment on Sept. 
14, 1960, the committee, within 
the limits imposed by the time 
available, has attempted to bring 
up to date various earlier studies 
of the administration and manage- 
ment of the Defense Department 
and related defense agencies and 
organizations. 

In the course of its considera- 
tion of possible changes in the 
defense establishment, the com- 
mittee in accordance with your 
instructions, has made use of the 
extensive materials on that sub- 
ject which have been developed 
Guring recent years through the 
work of Congressional committees 
and of private study groups. 


Some of the proposals advocat- 
ed by such committees and groups 
fall short of, while others would 
go beyond, the measures recom- 
mended by this committee. 


While thus taking advantage of 
the great body of source material 
available to it in the area of 
defense management and adminis- 
tration, the committee has not met 
formally with others. Neverthe- 
less, individual members of the 
committee have had the benefit, in 
arriving at their present conclu- 
sions of the general thinking on 
many of the matters dealt with 
in this report of a number of 
former officials in the Defense De- 
partment. 

In any appraisal of the United 
States military posture one salient 
factor stands out above the rest. 
That is the three-fold significance 
of reaction time at this stage in 
history: 

First is the unprecedented stra- 
tegic value of time—the ability to 
react instantly against aggression 
in this nuclear-space age. 





In World Wars I and II our 
country had at least 18 months to 
build and mobilize its defenses. 

If there should ever be a World| 
War III, we would be fortunate | 
to have 18 minutes to react. 

Second is the crucial time ele- 
ment in the United States v. So- 
viet arms race—the need for early 
selection among alternative weap- 
on systems and for shorter lead 
times between conception and use. 

Third is the effect of time on 
defense cost. Regardles of how 
much the people of this country 
spend, they cannot buy time. Yet 
we tend to forget the costly effect 
of building weapons which have 
become obsolescent as a result of 
delay. 

Only by giving full recognition 
to these all-important time factors 
can the defense establishment of 
the United States be strengthened 
in a meaningful way. 


Background of Committee 
Recommendations 


The existing structure of the De- 
partment of Defense is still pat- 
terned primarily on a design con- 
ceived in the light of lessons 
learned in World War II, which 
are now largely obsolete. 

The piecemeal amendments to 
the basic legislation effected in 
1949 and 1958 and the “reorgani- 
vation” of 1953 did not alter the 
essential character of the United 
States military organization, de- 
ployed on the basis of whether a 
military man travels on land, sea 
or air. Hence it can be truly said 
that since 1947 there has been no 
fundamental change in the scheme 
ef organization of our armed 
forces. 

Yet, during this period of nearly 
a decade and a half, the whole 
state of the art in military science 





has been revolutionized, as epito- 


mized in the transitions to the jet, 
nuclear and space ages. 

No longer is the prime mis- 
sion of the military forces of the 
United States to prevail in a 
World War Il-type of open war- 
fare; now it is to insure the de- 
fense and survival of the nation 
in the current era of cold war and 
protracted conflict, with always 
the possibility of nuclear attack. 

Changes of comparable magni- 
tude have taken place in the inter- 
national political conditions which 
constantly accentuate the military 
risks to which the United States 
is now subject. 

Although two partial reorgani- 
zations of the Defense Department 
since 1952 failed to bring the or- 
ganizatioral structure of the de- 
partment into line with the re- 
quirements of today’s military con- 
ditions, the necessity for modern- 
izing the defense organization has 
been widely recognized; and both 
the Administration and the Con- 
gress have been repeatedly urged 
to take further measures. 

In 1958 the Rockefeller Broth- 
ers Report recommended major 
changes in the military establish- 
ment to remedy those central 
weaknesses in its structure which 
have contributed to the lag in the 
United States weapons systems de- 
velopment versus that of the So- 
viets. 

In 1959 Senator (John Sherman) 
Cooper (Republican of Kentucky) 
proposed a bill designed to make 
improvements in the administra- 
tion and control of the Defense 
Department; and in 1960 Senator 
(Stuart) Symington (Democrat of 
Missouri) introduced amendments 
to the National Security Act which 
would have effected further reor- 
ganization of the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

It was in the light of such bi- 
partisan moves that the Democrat- 
ic Platform for 1960 called for “a 
complete examination of the or- 
ganization of our armed forces,” 
as a first order of business of the 
next Administration, and that Sen- 
ator Kennedy asked this Commit- 
tee to produce for him “a con- 
crete program with specific pro- 
posals in the clearly defined field 
of its responsibility.” 

Throughout all proposals, past 
and present, to make more effec- 
tive the Defense Department or- 
ganization has run one central 
theme — the clarification and 
strengthening of the authority of 
the Secretary of Defense over the 
entire United States military estab- 
lishment. 

There are some who believed, 
even prior to the 1958 amend- 
ments to the National Security 
Act, that existing legislation pro- 
vided ample basis for the Secre- 
tary’s authority. Others took a 
contrary view. It is the conclu- 
sion of this committee that the 
doctrine. of civilian control will 
be compromised as long as any 
doubts exist on this vital point. 

Besides resolving any such re- 
maining doubts, there are three 
major objectives to be sought in 
modernizing the present Defense 
Department structure: 

First, there must be a shorten- 
ing of the time factor in bringing 
new weapons systems from concep- 
tion to utilization without duplica- 
tion and wasted effort. Under the 
existing multi-layered structure it 
is only possible to reduce adminis- 
trative—i.e., decision-making—lead 
time by crash procedures set up 
for key programs such as the Spe- 
cial Projects Office of the Navy 
now in charge of the Polaris pro- 
gram and the Ballistic Missile Di- 
vision established by the Air Force 
to expedite the ICBM program. 
ad hoc streamlining of weapons 
systems management inevitably 
slows up progress in other areas 

Furthermore, for today’s ad- 
vanced weapons, such as missiles, 
and tomorrow’s possible new ones, 





such as space vehicles, there is no 
longer any validity in separating 
the development and production 
cycle into two parts. This has 
been the practice with World War 
IIl-type and other conventional 
weapons which, when developed, 
can be manufactured by produc- 
tion line techniques. 

With the present need for con- 
currency in many stages of weap- 
ons systems management, and 
with the relatively limited num- 
ber of any given advanced weapon 
that will be produced, rigid dis- 
tinctions between Research & De- 
velopment and Procurement & 
Production organizations are no 
longer needed, and their perform- 
ance should be more closely coor- 
dinated in the interest of economy 
in time, money and motion. 

Second, the predominance of 
Service influence in the formula- 
tion of defense planning and the 
performance of military missions 
must be corrected. At present, de- 
fense planning represents at besi 
a series of compromised positions 
among the military services. Ac- 
tion by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
takes place, if at all, only after 
prolonged debate, coordination and 
negotiation between the staffs of 
the three service chiefs in pre- 
paring them to represent the 
points of view of their services in 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

No different results can be ex- 
pected as long as the members of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff retain 
their two-hatted character, with 
their positions preconditioned by 
the service environment to which 
they must return after each ses- 
sion of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Nor can the Joint Staff become 
fully effective in developing the 
basis for clear military judgments 
unless the present degree of in- 
fluence exercised by separate serv- 
ice thinking is sharply reduced. 

In short, there is a clear need 
for defense interest rather than 
particular service interest. 

Third, there must be more ef- 
fective utilization of human effort 
and material resources of the De- 
fense Establishment. This can 
only be achieved through a flex- 


ible organization conforming to the! 


present day nature of military mis- 
sions instead of traditional service 
concepts. Such a change in organ- 
ization would tend to minimize 
the duplication and delay growing 
out of the present multiple lay- 
ers of cortrol and the overlapping 
among military programs and op- 
erations caused by steadily in- 
creasing inter-service rivalry in ef- 
fort to fulfill common missions. 

No longer can this nation afford 
the luxury of letting each service 
strive to develop in itself the cap- 
ability of fighting any future war 
by itself. The national resources 
available for our country’s defense 
effort are in limited supply, and 
we cannot afford such waste of 
either manpower or funds. 


Recommendations for 
Defense Department 


Reorganization 
In order to accomplish the ob- 
jectives, mentioned above, the 


committee recommends the elim- 
ination of the present depart- 
mental structure of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, but would 
preserve the military services as 
separate organic units within a 
single Defense Department. Such 
a step would do away with the 
present departmental Service Sec- 
retaries and their Under and As- 
sistant Secretaries, fifteen in all, 
Certain of the defense reorgan- 
ization proposals that contemplate 
this change, such as the bills in- 
troduced during recent sessions of 
Congress by Senator Cooper (S. 
2728) and Senator Symington (S. 
2957), have made provision for re- 
placing the present service Sec- 
retaries with three new Under Sec- 





Navy and Air Force. The commit- 
tee (including its chairman) now 
believes, however, that, by per- 
petuating separate service secre- 
tariats, it will be more difficult to 
subordinate service interest to na- 
tional interest. The committee 
therefore considers that it would 
be wise to discontinue what is 
now a dual system of civilian con- 
trol as a result of interposing be- 
tween the Secretary of Defense and 
the services themselves a set of 
Secretaries identified with each 
service. 

Vesting directly in the Secretary 
of Defense the administration of 
the services would be consistent 
with the functional scheme of mili- 
tary operations already now re- 
flected in the unified commands, 
would concentrate civilian control 
in the Department of Defense at 
one level instead of two, would 
reduce the delays incident to ob- 
taining seperate service depart- 
ment coordination and would facil- 
itate effective civilian direction of 
defense policy as distinct from 
military operations. 

Since the 1958 amendments of 
the National Security Act, the 
chain of command runs from the 
President to the Secretary of De- 
fense, and, through the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, to the commanders 
of the unified and specified com- 
mands. The only change in this 
operational chain of command con- 
templated by the recommendations 
of the committee would be to sub- 
stitute the Chairman of the Joint 
Staff for the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Thus, orders to commanders. of 
unified and specified commands 
would be issued by the Secretary 
of Defense (or by the Chairman of 
the Joint Staff by authority and 
direction of the Secretary of De- 
fense). These commanders, in 
turn, would continue to have full 
operational control over the forces 
assigned to them. 


Under the new structure pro- 
posed by the committee the mili- 
tary services would retain their 
existing responsibilities for admin- 
istrative and logistic support of the 
military commands, 

The chain of command for such 
purposes, as distinguished from 
operational direction of the mili- 
tary Commands, would run from 
the President to the Secretary of 
Defense to the chiefs of the serv- 
ices rather than to the military de- 
partments through their Secre- 
taries as at present. The effect of 
this one change in the chain of 
command for non-operational func- 
tions would be to shorten the 
chain—again, reduce delay—and to 
place the chiefs of the separate 
services (who would no longer 
serve on the Joint Chiefs of Staff) 
in direct line of command with the 
Secretary of Defense from whom 
their orders would issue. 

The end result should be to ac- 
complish what the Committee be- 
lieves to be a major objective in 
any change of the Defense struc- 
ture, namely to make the Secre- 
tary of Defense the civilian of- 
ficial in the Department of De- 
fense with unquestioned authority 
and control over all elements of 
the Department of Defense at all 
levels. 


Specific Recommendations: 


A. Strengthening Civilian 
Authority 


© The military services would 
be retained, but the present de- 
partment structure of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force would be elim- 
inated. This in turn would do away 
with the present positions of serv- 
ice secretaries, Under Secretaries 
and Assistant Secretaries: The 
services would remain separate or- 
ganic units, albeit within a single 
department (as is the case. today 
with the Marines), and subject to 
the direction, authority and con- 


retaries of Defense for the Army,trol of the Secretary of Defense. 





® There would be created two 
new Under Secretaries of Defense, 
one for Weapons Systems and one 
for Administration. Together with 
the Secretary and the Deputy Sec- 
retary, they would comprise the 
lanned statutory appointees in the 
partment. In addition, the Sec- 
retary of Defense may designate 
such civilian assistants as he deems 
necessary. (Mr. Leva while agree- 
ing that there should be a drastic 
reduction in the number of Secre- 
taries under Secretaries and As- 
sistant Secretaries, believes that 
the Secretary of Defense needs the 
assistance of several additional 
Under Secretaries of Defense.) 


The seven existing offices of As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense (in 
addition to the 15 service secre- 
tarial offices) would be abolished. 
Their functions would be absorbed 
by Directorates set up under the 
two new Under Secretaries. This 
Directorate organization would be 
subject to change by the Secretary 
of Defense and should not be 
frozen into a pattern fixed by leg- 
islation. 

© The Under Secretary of De- 
fense for Administration would be 
responsible for activities such as 
financial management (Comptrol- 
ler), personnel, legal, transporta- 
tion and communications, legisla- 
tive, congressional liaison, publie 
information, and health and medi- 
cal, 

As rapidly as possible all mili- 
tary personnel would be subject to 
similar recruitment practices, rules 
for training and length of service, 
pay for comparable responsibilities, 
and flexibility of assignment and 
transfer within and among the 
services and the service schools 
and academies. 

There would be unified direction 
and responsibility for all service 
schocls and other military educa- 
tional institutions. 

® The Under Secretary of De- 
fense for Weapons Systems would 
be responsible to the Secretary for 
the complete cycle of weapons de- 
velopment, procurement and pro- 
duction; and also for construction 
and installations including bases, 
housing and depots. 

These activities would be man- 
aged through three Directorates 
namely: 

a. The Directorate of Research 
and Engineering, which would take 
over the functions now carried on 
by the present Director of Defense 
Research and Engineering, and in 
addition would be responsible for 
the following activities now located 
in the office of the Secretary of 
Defense: 

(1) The Science Advisory 
Board (formerly the Strategic Mis- 
siles Evaluation Committee). 

(2) The Research and Develop- 
ment Policy Council. 

(3) The Defense Science Board. 

(4) The OSD Ballistic Missile 
Committee. 

The functions heretofore exer- 
cised by the Advanced Research 
Projects Agency would be absorb- 
ed in the new Research and Engi- 
neering Directorate. 

The Directorate of Procure- 
ment and Production which would 
be responsible for all procurement 
and production functions. 

c. The Directorate of Facilities, 
which would be responsible for all 
activities regarding facilities and 
installations, including responsibil- 
ity for the planning and construc- 
tion of facilities for research and 
testing of weapons, industrial-type 
facilities for weapons production 
and maintenance, facilities for 
weapons operation and . use—such 
as missile and space vehicle 
launching installations — and non- 
combatant facilities such as on- and 
off-base housing. 

® There would be created a 
Special Assistant to the Secretary 
of Defense for Arms Control who 
would serve as the Defense liaison 
in that area with the State Depart-

I read with great amusement your 
article entitled “Officer Retention 
Rate Up, But Not Enough.” 

I am an armor officer, My grade 
is first lieutenant with 3% years 
service. I am a Regular Army offi- 
cer, a graduate of the U.S. Military 
Academy. I have been in Europe 
for a year and a half. 

I am thinking seriously of leav- 
ing the service. The reason [ am 
doing this thinking is because in 
the period of 3% years the Army 
has broken two very important con- 
tracts with me. 

The first contract broken was 
requiring me to serve three years 
in Europe despite the fact that I 
was eligible to resign after only 
one year in Europe. The “new” 
rule was first made known to me 
while I was in Europe—just pulled 
out of the hat, so to speak. 

The second contract was just 
broken a few weeks ago. One of 
the reasons I am in the Army is 
because I could take my family to 
places I would not be able to as a 
civilian. This does not affect me 
now but has set me wondering. If 
the government stabs you in the 
back like this today, what will it 
do tomorrow? 

For the information of the De- 
partment of the Army, I know of 
six Regular Army first lieutenants 
in this battalion alone who are 
seriously contemplating resigning. 
The reasons are stated above. 

Unfortunately, promotions and 
pay raises will not remedy the situ- 
ation. Pay raises are relative when 
compared to the cost of living and 
promotions mean little if you are 





going to be forced to “retire” the 
next year, 

I like to soldier. but I’ll do mine 
on a part-time basis.

Helmet’s Vulnerable 
But Still the Best

If you want to plaster your pot 
with burlap and starch just for the 
kicks, go ahead. I doubt if it will 
help much. I hope you do not have 
to test your modification in combat. 
If you will hold on for a few weeks, 
we will test the idea for you — in 
the Body Armor Branch of the Bio- 
physics Division here. 

Of course the helmet is vulner- 
able. As long as the APM2 ball will 
punch through several inches of 
concrete, it and most other rifle 
bullets and many shell fragments 
will punch through any hat you can 
hold your head up under. 


But the current helmet is, along 
with the insulated boot, one of the 
finest pieces of equipment the 
Quartermaster has turned out.

The helmet 
slowed the fragment down enough 
so that it only penetrated my scalp, 
not my skull. 


I am known around the Army as 
being hard-headed, but I could 
not have done that job without a 
big assist from the stock item.

Existence Depends 
On Second Job 


CHICAGO: I have often won- 
dered if a survey was ever made 
on how many soldiers in large 
metropolitan areas, such as this 
one, must have an extra part-time 
job to exist. 

In this area, we must subsist on 
$2.57 a day and whatever quarters 
allowance we are authorized. I 
have tried to eat the proper meals, 
such as are provided in a mess 
hall, but as yet can’t find a place 
that will serve me that cheaply. 
A proper breakfast averages 92 
cents, with tax; lunch from $1 to 
$1.25, and dinner $1.50 to $2.17. 

Housing in this area is away out 
of proportion to our allowance. 
The proper housing for us and our 
three children costs from $125 to 
$175 a month, without utilities, 
which average around $40 a 
month. That is almost all my pay 
going for housing and chow. What 
am I supposed to do for clothing, 
transportation, schools, etc.? 

So I have been working five 
nights a week and all day Satur- 
day for $35 to $40 take-home pay. 
I like my Army job, but I am sure 
disgusted with just getting by.

Living on Kinman Island, two 
miles from communist-held Red 
China, Larson traveled through- 
out the Kinman Island complex, 
inspecting and advising units 
within the Chinese Army on 
radio, telephone, photography 
and all other phases of signal 
communication. 

On odd numbered days of the 
month he lived in a cement re- 
inforced bunker for protection, 
while the Red Chinese fired 
artillery rounds containing explo- 
sives and propaganda leaflets 
over the living quarters of the 
Military Advisory Group. 

Remembering the bombard- 
ments, Larson said, “The kitchen 
of our quarters was our great- 
est concern during the shelling. 
If the communist guns had been 
moved to the right one mil and 
lowered one mil, we might have 
been eating cold meals out of 
cans for quite a while.” 

On inspections of Little Kin- 
man, a small bit of land adja- 
cent to Kinman Island, Larson 
traversed the Chinese coastal 
waters in an outboard motorboat 
operated by Chinese Nationalist 
frogmen. They were always 
within range of communist guns 
on the mainland of China and on 
the island of Amoy: He caid 
that while traveling across’ the 
exposed water, “The haunting 
fear was that the motor would 
stop.” 


Fuel for cigarette lighters, 
lamps and small fires was always 
in stock in the form of Kinman’s 
chief product, “Gaul Ian,” a 
liquor made from sorgum and 
millet. Larson used it instead 
of the standard lighter fuels. 

Larson’s “beat” included all of 
the Kinman Island complex, 
which often required daily trips 
of 12 and 15 hours.

‘Tells His Story 


YOU HAVE TO PAY THE PRICE, by 
Earl H. Blaik with Tim Cohane. Foreword 
by G/A Douglas MacArthur. Holt, Rinehart 
and Winston, N. Y., $4.95. 


PERHAPS many of those who rooted for Army against 

Navy have not become conditioned to an Army 
team without Red Blaik. This man who spent 27 years 
as a cadet, player, assistant and head coach at West 
Point and who piloted Army to 121 wins against only 
32 defeats is not easily forgotten. 

Col. Blaik came to the head coaching job at the 
Point following seven seasons at Dartmouth, where he 
rebuilt that sagging Ivy League football team. 

Blaik rates the 1944 and ’45 Army teams as his 
top two. Blanchard and Davis in 1945, he says, con- 
vinced him that they were “the apotheosis of the 
one-two punch.” 

To clear the way for B&D were Pitzer or Poole, 
Coulter, Green, Fuson, Gerometta, Nemetz and Fold- 
berg. While a coach Blaik tutored 43 All-Americans. ~

BLAIK’S biggest loss — as he sees it — came in the 
form of the cribbing scandal. Red never recovered 
from this one.

A Trio of Books 
For Brave Men 


MATHEMATICAL SNAPSHOTS, by H. 
Steinhaus; Oxford University Press, New 
York; 327 pages; $6.75.

QE DAY, a book like this is going to undo me. 
Here I had just sat down surrounded by notes, 

papers and high resolve to write some pieces for this 

newspaper; you know, get a lot of work done. 


So book editor Horowitz asks me to review “Snap- 
shots.” 


Since it is full of drawings, and since geometry 
puzzlers are something I can take or leave alone, I 
leafed into it with no thought of danger. Then I let 
my eye linger fondly on the old chestnut about one 
grain of wheat on the first square of the chess board, 
two on the second, four on the third, etc. 

The sum of these 64 numbers, says Dr. Steinhaus, 
is one less than the 64th power of two. And that num- 
ber has factors. (“What factors?” he asks in slyly in- 
nocent parentheses.) 

A day and a half later, with absolutely no work 
done, I know that the number is divisible by 3, by 5, 
and by 17; and I have strong suspictions about 257 
and 65,537. 

Then I had to be firm and shut “Snapshots” against 
things like: how to situate a schoolhouse fairly among 
three villages with different numbers of children (with- 
out drilling holes through the table); what’s the best

ORE than 100 types of weapons in the American 

arsenal are shown in the 200 photographs in 
this book. Each photo is accompanied by a brief 
explanation and a statistical table, giving such facts 
as weight, range and size of each weapon. 

The above illustration is on the page devoted 
to U.S. hand grenades. Author of the book is 
cartoonist Will Eisner, creator of the Army’s pre- 
ventive maintenance magazine and a director of the 
American Ordnance Association. 

The book is arranged in sections devoted to 
small arms, infantry heavy weapons, recoilless rifles, 
rocket launchers, cannon, torpedoes, and rockets 
and missiles. In his foreword, Eisner points out & 
that even if man finally invents the ultimate weap- = 
on, that weapon still will be guarded by a soldier ; 
armed with some kind of pistol or rifle. 
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strategy in the pursuit of a ship; and some of the un- 
suspected mathematics of music, knot-tieing, end-games 
in chess, and mineral crystals. 

“Snapshots” does not, it is true, require of a reader 
anything beyond a high school knowledge of mathemat- 
ics; but not many readers can handle it without pencil 
in hand and corrugation of the brow.

SCIENTIFIC WORDS, THEIR STRUC- 
TURE AND THEIR MEANING, by W. E. 
Flood; Duell, Sloan and Pearce, New York;

AS ONE metazoan, triploblastic, chordate, verte- 
brate, pentadactyle, mammalian, eutherian primate to 
another, let me tell you about scientific words. There 
are tens, if not hundreds, of thousands of them made 
up of about 1150 fragments of Greek and Latin, put 
together in different combinations. 

The 1150 fragments—roots, prefixes and suffixes— 
are listed in Dr. Flood’s glossary, with a few common 
examples under each. The first entry is “A-, An-,” 
which is Greek for lacking or without; and the examples 
range from a-cephalic (without a head) to an-hydrous 
(without water). 

It seems to me no science teacher nowadays—and 
doesn’t that include most parents—should be without 
this book.

66 E ARE wrong to think of the Soviets as 

the primary enemy in the struggle for 
men’s minds and allegiance,” says Lt. Ralph L. 
Enos in the NAVAL INSTITUTE PROCEEDINGS 
(November). According to the naval officer, our enemy 
is the misery which degrades mankind and causes peo- 
ple to look to the communists for aid. Enos believes it 
is up to the richer nations of the world to aid the 
have-not nations. “The battle must be joined immedi- 
ately, with ingenuity and vision,” he writes. “For where 
there is no vision, people perish.”

If Cuba can bully, bluff 
or persuade us to abandon Guantanamo, “The effects 
wil] be apparent throughout the Caribbean and Latin 
America. It would mark the ebb tide of American 
power,” he says.

Soldier or civilian, you may not subscribe to what 
is being peddled by DuPont in a lavish brochure, “The 
Story of Prices.” Realizing that some Americans are 
blaming business for price fixing, profiteering and 
administered prices, DuPont insists “the public in 
general, not the business segment, controls the Amer- 
ican economy .. . Despite the rising trend of prices, 
products and services represent a better buy today than 
they ever did in the past.” And DuPont has what it 
says is the route to lower prices.

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Musician’‘s Musician 
Roy Eldridge

N JAZZ MUSIC households, Roy Eldridge has been a 


household word for more than 25 years. 


He will be 


50 years old on January 30 and he remains one of the 


most exciting and most accom- 


plished trumpet players in the - 


world. He is also a “musician's 
musician,” a catalyst with a 
seemingly never-flagging enthus- 
iasm to play. 

Those who view Eldridge as 
merely a “historical link” be- 
tween Louis Armstrong and Diz- 
zy Gillespie deserve correction 
(if they are critics who spread 
such a silly gospel) or pity. Eld- 
ridge today is a jazz giant, very 
much in his prime, who can ex- 
press—thanks to enormous artis- 
try—the essential characteristics 


of jazz music as well as any man 


who ever lived. 

Inspired by Louis Armstrong 
originally, Roy developed his 
own distinctive sound and ap- 
proach to improvisation. Dizzy, 
inspired by Roy, went another 
way but only a fool would sug- 
gest that Dizzy’s way is more 
valid or “more modern,” what- 
ever that means. As English 
critic Benny Green notes on a 
thoughtful liner to the latest 
Eldridge LP: “Gillespie has testi- 
fied to the fact that one of the 
factors which inspired him to 
evolve a personal approach to 
improvisation was the fact that 
he could never seem to approach 
the standard of his great hero 
Roy Eldridge.” 

As has been proven over and 
over again in jazz, as well as in 
the other arts, a man has got 
to find his own way to become a 
major artist. Imitators and emu- 
lators—even excellent ones—are 
legion. 

The new Eldridge LP finds 
“Little Jazz” in a restrained, re- 
laxed, thoughtful mood for the 
most part (Swingin’ on the 
Town, Verve 8389). Unlike 
some of the recent romping and 
wailing sides he has made with 
Oscar Peterson, Coleman Haw- 
kins and Ben Webster, among 
others, the Eldridge work here 
is more like the sort of thing 
you might expect to find at the 
Embers club in New York, 
where the success of the Jonah 
Jones quartet has brought forth 
a series of jobs for other prom- 
inent trumpet players backed by 
a three-man rhythm section. 

Eldridge plays muted horn on 
most of the tracks, in Embers- 
fashion, and most of the tunes 
are very familiar standards. 

Although this is not Roy’s 
most exciting LP by any means, 
it could win him new friends. 
Those who recoil with fright 
from the driving, roaring, relent- 
lessly swinging and sometimes 


sensational open horn of Eld- 
ridge — the spine-tingling Eld- 
ridge trumpet style that made 
him a_ jazz household word in 
the first place—may find this 
softer muted style a valuable 
introduction to his art

Two New Views of ‘Don Giovanni’

OZART’S “Don Giovanni” is 

widely considered his 
greatest opera. All of the char- 
acters have beautiful music to 
sing and their roles demand 
high artistry and_ sensitive 
musicianship. Two new stereo 
recordings have been made of 
this masterwork, an excellent 
one by RCA Victor and a some- 
what paler one by Angel. 

The flaws in the RCA record- 
ing (LSC-6410, 4 discs, $17.98) 
are minor. Its virtues are many. 
Chief among them are conduc- 
tor Erich Reinedess and a fine 
cast headed 
by Birgit 
Nilsson 
and Cesare 
Siepi. Leon- 
tyne Price, 
Cesare Val- 
letti and 
Fern a n- 
do Corena 
also are in 
fine voice. 
Special 
praise must 


go, however, to Misses Nilsson 
and Price, who perform prod- 


igies of musicality and _ inter- 
pretation. Praise must go as 
well to Leinsdorf, who guides 
all with a sure and steady hand 
that remains nevertheless re- 
sponsive to the spirit of the 
music and flexible to accommo- 
date some of the less traditional 
approaches to the music that 
are evident in Nilsson’s and 
Price’s roles. Sound is excel- 
lent and libretto fine. 

Angel’s new “Don Giovanni” 
(S-3605, 4 discs, $23.98) does 
not fare quite as well. Conduc- 





tor Carlo Maria Giulini handles 
the orchestra, if possible, even 
better than Leinsdorf and ‘he 
sound seems a shade brighter. 
The casting, in key spots, is not 
the equal of the other recording. 
Eberhard Wachter’s Don is un- 
fortunately not the equal of 
Siepi’s; he does not have the 
subtlety of approach that makes 
for greatness in this role. 
Elisabeth Schwarzkopf and 
Joan Sutherland are remark- 
ably good; it would be most dif- 
ficult to judge them in any way 
inferior to Nilsson and Price, 
their counterparts on the RCA 
recording. The other roles, with 
the possible exception of 
Sciutti’s Zerlina, are filled by 
good artists who happen to be 
outshone by the competition. 
Libretto is included. 


RUSSIAN music for light 
listening has been recorded by 
Fritz Reiner and the Chicago 
Symphony under the title “Fes- 
tival.” This must be because 
both the music and festivals are 
popular. The selections (on 
RCA Victor LM/LSC-2423, $4.98 
monaural; $5.98 stereo)  in- 
clude some Kabalevsky, Tchai- 
kowsky, Borodin, and Glinka. 
They won't startle, and Reiner 
and his orchestra play the pot- 
boilers as though they are hav- 
ing a good time.

We can suppose that housewives 
throughout the land were bowing their heads 
and poking back tears with soggy handkerchiefs. 

KNX, the CBS station in Los Angeles, received 
50 calls from hausfraus who had missed the final 
installments and wanted the switchboard gals to 
fill them in on the endings.

THE NETWORKS, if they are keeping their 
eyes on the ball, might be learning a lesson from 
what is happening to their radio operations.

A MASSACHUSETTS patriot who was later to 

become the second President of the United 
States thus commented on the Boston Tea Party 
of 16 December 1773. 


It was an exciting evening in Boston. Parlia- 
ment had given the notorious East India Company 
a monopoly on tea going to the Colonies. This 
enraged sea-trading patriots. 

So, when three of the Company’s ships docked 
at Griffin’s wharf, a group of respectable citizens, 
disguised -more or less as Indians, boarded the 
vessels and dumped the tea into the Harbor. The 
342 chests were valued at $90,000. 

Parliament made a severe reprisal by impos- 
ing five new laws, known as “The Intolerable 
Acts,” upon the Colony. These provided that of- 
fending British officers could be tried only in 
England; extended the requirement for quarter- 
ing some of the British troops in the homes of 
the colonists; substituted Royal government for 
the charter of Massachusetts, and closed the port 
of Boston until the tea was paid for. All this led 
to the calling of the First Continental Congress 
in 1774 to unite the colonies in resistance to such 
procedures by Britain.

When you must choose one line 
of play or another your best 


- |course is to build up a picture of 


the unseen hands. You may be 
able to reject rg line of play as 
clearly impossible. 

Let us begin by agreeing that 
North bid his hand like a fish. He 
should have responded with a jump 
to three hearts to begin with. 
Then he would be the declarer, 
and his ace-queen of spades could 
net be let through at the first 
trick, 

If North were declarer, against 
a neutral lead, he would draw 
trumps, take the diamonds, cash 
the two top clubs, and give up a 
club if the queen had failed to 
drop. If East had to win the 
third club, North would get a free 
finesse in spades on the return 
lead from East; and if West won 
the third club, North would still 
be able to try the spade finesse. 

As it happened, however North 
made his partner play the hand. 
The opening lead came through 
the ace-queen of spades, and South 
had to try the finesse willy-nilly. 
The finesse lost to East’s king, and 
back came another spade to dum- 
my’s ace. 

South couldn’t afford to lose a 
club trick and wondered whether 
to play for a doubleton queen or 
whether to take two finesses 
through East in the hope that he 
held both the queen and ten of 
clubs. -The odds were against both 
plays, but South didn’t want to 
give up without trying anything 
at all. 

Before making up his mind, 
South drew two rounds of trumps, 
cashed the diamonds, and ruffed 
his last spade in dummy. When 
West showed out on the third

WILLOW, Alaska — A 23-year- 
old infantryman reported to the 
1st BG, 23d Inf.’s command post on 
the muskeg flats near here with 
a tale of escape that kept veterans 
of two wars listening in amaze- 
ment. 
PFC Cornelius Bleser escaped 
from units of the 1st BG, 9th Inf. 
three times between 7130 Monday 
and 0700 Tuesday. The 9th, from 
Ladd AFB (near Fairbanks), was 
acting as aggressors against the 
23d Inf. during its annual training 
test north of Willow. 
The small aggressor patrol over- 
powered Bleser Monday night, 
while he was on guard duty at the 
23d Inf.’s command post. 
“From the second he realized he 
couldn’t escape the 9th Inf. patrol, 
until he finally dragged himself 
back into the 23d area, Rieser dem- 
onstrated a degree of cunning and 
daring I have seldom seen 
equaled,” said Col. Herbert C. 
Hicks Jr., 23d commander. “Bleser 
not only had to outwit the aggres- 
sor,” the eolonel added, “he had 
to trudge over miles of muskeg in 
darkness with no directional aids.”

WHEN the aggressor patrol 
burst on Bleser at his isolated 
guard post he quickly hid his rifle. 

“Not having the rifle made it 
easier for me to escape because I 
didn’t have to steal it back when 
I broke loose,” Bleser said. 

The aggressors had made the 
raid specifically to take prisoners. 
They captured Bleser and one 
other man. The prisoners were 
closely guarded as they were taken 
back to the aggressor command 
post for questioning. 

While being questioned, Bleser 
managed to slide his gas mask and

Then, sitting right in front 
of his interrogator, he started a 
ruckus by accusing the guards of 
stealing the gas mask, 

While the tent was being 
searched he calmly tock the en- 
velope containing his wallet and 
other personal belongings off the 
interrogators desk, along with 
the report on his capture, and 
disappeared under the side of 
the tent. 

Recovering his mask and other 
equipment, found an aggressor 
tent with several rifles in front of 
it.

But this time, Bleser was well 
known to the aggressors, and 
they segregated him from the 
other prisoners to prevent him 
from organizing another escape. 

While being loaded on another 
vehicle, he dropped to the ground 
and slid into the brush in the 
darkness. 
“At times, guards stood directly 
over me,” he _ reported, “but 
couldn’t see me.” 

After wading a creek he found 
his way back to 23d Inf. lines. 


A BIT unbelieving of his fantas- 
tic story, men from the 23d took

him as a prisoner until he was rec- 
ognized and taken to the battle 
group intelligence officer. 

The intelligence officer listened 
for a few minutes, then called in 
other staff officers to witness the 
telling of Bleser’s efforts. 

The story was checked back 
through channels. 

“The only place things like this 
seem to happen is in adventure 
magazines,” one officer remarked. 
But it was found to be 100 percent 
correct, 

Bleser has been with the 23d 
Inf. seven months and is in the 
Engr. Plitn. of H&H Co.

The leaders of these unions are 
not talking much publicly. They 
decided early that it wouid not be 
good strategy to get into a public 
name-calling contest with Doherty 
but they are doing things. 

First, the American Federation 
of Government Employes, the 
union most affected, will file a 
complaint with the AFL-CIO 
against Doherty for invading its 
jurisdiction. Even if he doesn’t 
raid the AFGE locals, as Doherty 
says he won't, he is still trampling 
on its jurisdiction, since the AFGE 
is the AFL-CIO union for classi- 
fied government workers. As a 
postal union, Doherty’s NALC has 
no claim to white collar classified 
employes. 

Second, AFGE is stepping up its 
membership drive. Actually, the 
drive started before Doherty let go 
his blast. AFGE is now up to 
75,000 members, considerably 
ahead of the National Federation 
of Federal Employes, which has 
lost members. The only news out 
of the NFE lately is that it has 
raised its-president’s salary from 
$12,500 to $16,000 a year and its 
secretary-treasurer from $10,000 to 
$12,750.

AND UNION LEADERS, includ- 
ing heads of other postal unions, 
are trying to disabuse the people 
who matter—including the press— 
of the popular notion that Doherty 
got the pay raise last year all by 
himself. Doherty claimed he did 
in his recent speech announcing his 
plans to organize all white collar 
workers under the NALC banner. 

Union leaders point out that Do- 
herty was adamant behind a nine 
| percent pay raise and it was other 

union representatives who worked 
lout the 7% percent compromise. 
They feel the nine percent would 
| never have passed over the Presi- 
dent’s veto. 

In his speech Doherty lambasted 
the leaders of other employe 
unions, saying they were tired old 
men with a do-nothing attitude. 
He even accused some of them of 
“duplicity” in the pay drive. 
Some unionists will tell you this 
is a flanking operation, so Doherty 
can blame their opposition in the 
future on anger at his speech and 
at his pointing out their shortcom- 
ings. But the truth is, they say, 
Doherty has not been too popular 
in the past with postal unionists. 

They point to the case of Doher- 
ty’s attempt to merge his union 
with the National Postal Transport 
Union. The NPTU president ap- 
proved the idea but the members 
voted it down 2-1. 

Doherty’s NALC is big and pow- 
erful, with lots of money. But it is 
no longer the biggest government 
union. The AFL-CIO National 
Federation of Post Office Clerks 
merged with an old independent 
union, the United National Associ- 
ation of Post Office Craftsmen, and 
is now probably as big as the 
NALC. Both the NALC and the 
NFPOC have now about 135,000 
members.

THE PRESIDENT’S Commission 
on National Goals called for a 
“drastic increase” in civil service 
pay, particularly at the higher 
executive level and said the execu- 
tive branch must place greater 
emphasis on. training, recruiting 
and stimulation of career employes.

Say: 

“Employe organizations, dealing 
with the executive branch on wages 
and conditions of work, can play a 
constructive part.” 





The thought occurs — and it’s 
occurring with dismay to most un- 
ion leaders — that the part played 
is going to be less constructive if 
their energies are absorbed in bit- 
ter fights within the labor move- 
ment. over jurisdiction such as Do- 
herty is bringing on. 

The unions do not deal with the 


executive branch on wages — they 
deal with the Congress. And the 
front they present on Capitol Hill 
next year is bound to be consider- 
ably less united than it has been in 
the past. 





Retired May 


WASHINGTON — The Penta- 
gon has changed regulations to in- 
clude the recent policy of curtail- 
ing participation of retired soldiers 
in drill: paying units of the Army 
Reserve. 

In change 8 to AR 140-220, the 
Army limits participation of re- 
tirees in the Ready Reserve with- 
out special approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Army. 

If the Br ving is permitted to 
join a unit, he must waive any 
retired pay, disability compensa- 
tion, or pension based on military 
service which he is receiving from 
the federal government until he 
goes off the reserve rolls. 

The Army stresses that each re- 
tiree to be permitted to join the 
Ready Reserve must show that: 

® Duty is essential to the ac- 
complishment of the mission of the 
unit involved. 

® Reservist is assigned to a TD 
or TOE unit of the Ready Reserve. 

® There is no other individual 
in the Ready Reserve or Standby 
Reserve available and eligible for 
the unit assignment or duty. 

The regulation warns retirees 
to be sure and tell the command-

sion. “Failure to do so,” the regu- 
lation warns, “could result in per- 
manent loss of benefits under fed- 
eral dual compensation laws.”

Christmas Decorations and Foods

candle in a block of styofoam or in a candle holder with florist clay or melted paraffin. 
Select a few twigs of ivy, green shrubbery or vine. Melt paraffin by package directions 
and let cool until lukewarm. Be sure not to have the paraffin too hot or the leaves will 


turn black. 

Now dip the greens in the par- 
affin and place or twine them 
around your candle before the par- 
affin dries, so it will stick to the 
candle. Cranberries or other red 
berries may be dipped in paraffin 
and stuck on the greens. Should 
the fluffy white snow effect not 
be desired, crayons may be melted 
in the paraffin to make the desired 


color. 


This arrangement can be made 
now, and will remain pretty 
through the Christmas holidays. 
For a more glamorous arrange- 
ment, sprinkle it with just a bit 
of glitter. 

Another idea that is easy and 
works well, is to snip the ends 
from pine cones and when sprayed 
the desired color, they look like 
flowers in your arrangement or on 
your wreath.

number of dependents overseas. 

Her reaction was typical. After 
all the talk of morale, effect, and 
necessity. of the order has cleared 
away, the Army wife is left ask- 
ing, bewildered: “Why US?” ... 

Why start with a measure so 
extreme that it disrupts the 
very purpose for existence: the 
desire for family and love, 
which are man’s highest aspira- 
tions? 

The United States is in financial 
difficulty abroad. At the insistence 
of the Treasury Department, the 
plan to reduce the number of de- 
pendents overseas has ‘been under 
study for some time—and, as late 
as November 5, the Defense De- 
partment was reported as resist- 
ing it. Therefore, the order was 
not issued lightly. Clearly, how- 
ever, to order a cut of 284,000 de- 
pendents is not the same as order- 
ing a cut in tanks, or planes, or 
guns. These are human ‘destinies 
being tampered with—human be- 
ings whose response cannot be 
controlled by the pressure of a 
button, the pull of a trigger. 

It is this seeming lack of con- 
sideration of the HUMAN element 
—which crops up from time to 
time throughout her husband’s 
military career—that causes the 
Army wife to become discouraged 
and disenchanted. 

Nobody knows what effect the 
order actually will have on the 
lives of military families. Per- 
haps, by juggling of plans, it 
might even be rescinded by the 
incoming administration. - Re- 
gardless of what happens, how- 
ever — psychologically — great 
damage has been done. 

But “an order is an order.” 
Though the Army wife does not 
agree that “military personnel are 
used to sacrifice’—any more than 
she believes people get used to 
bunger, or thirst, or fear—she is 
WILLING to sacrifice. She'll pull 
her share of the load,. but she 
needs the moral strength derived

All 
you need is a roll of 18-inch 
heavy duty aluminum foil, a few 
Christmas props and some of 
your time. 

The wreath is made by crush- 
ing the foil lightly and shaping 
it into a circle. When the shape 
= is completed, the wreath comes 
= to life with the addition of rib- 
bons and ornaments. 

Decorations can be simple rib- 
bon bows, or colorful Christmas 
tree ornaments or lights. If 
lights are used make certain the 
string is in good condition. If 
a frayed cord contacts the foil 
the wreath may become electri- 
fied. 

These wreaths can be used to 
display Christmas cards by at- 
taching them with straight pins. 
If you decorate the wreath with 
candy or cookies you have a col- 
orful treat for young visitors. 

Here’s how to make the basic 
wreath: 

Remove a 25 foot roll of 18- 
inch heavy duty foil wrap from 
= the box and roll it out in a long 
streamer on the floor. 

Standing at one end of the 
foil, lift and begin crumpling it 
— shiny side out — reducing 
the width to approximately six 
inches. As you crumple down 
the length of the foil, form it 
into a large circle between two 
and two and one half feet in 
diameter.

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ARMY ACCEPTS 1ST DETROIT M-60

The new tank which contains 
more technological advances than 
any other military tracked vehicle 
in the free world was accepted 
after it had successfully completed 
the Army inspection test require- 
ments. 

Brig. Gen. John F. Thorlin, 
commanding general of the Ord- 
nance Tank Automotive Com- 
mand, and Col. J. E. Johnston, 
commander of the Detroit Ord- 


nance District, accepted the tank 
in a brief ceremony at the 
Chrysler-operated, Army-owned 
Tank Plant. 

The vehicle accepted was the 
first of 720 M-60s to be built by 
Chrysler at Detroit Arsenal under 
a $60 million contract. 
Before the contract award, the 
Army had solicited- bids for the 
tanks from 18 companies, repre- 
senting a cross section of Amer- 
ican industry, automotive, off-the- 
road, etc.

FOLLOWING competitive bid- 
ding, Chrysler was awarded the 
contract last May. 

The first Detroit Arsenal-built 
M-60 was completed and accepted 
less than 30 days after Chrysler 
had finished production of the ini- 
tial 360 M-60’s at the Lenape Ord- 
nance Modification Center in New- 
ark, Del. 

Before acceptance by the Army 
every M-60 is thoroughly inspected 
and must complete a rigid test 
program. Each component is in- 
spected before it is incorporated 
into the vehicle and Army Ord: 
nance inspectors review and check 
all sub-assembly and final assem- 
bly operations. Complete function- 
al tests of the vehicle are conduct- 
ed by both Chrysler and Army per- 
sonnel, 

When the vehicles have passed 
these tests successfully, produc- 
tion vehicles are subjected to a 
test which includes completion of 
53 laps around the one-mile De- 
troit Arsenal Proving Ground. This

Wide use of aluminum compon- 
ents, including fuel tanks, fenders, 
platform floor, road wheel discs, 
and track support roller discs, have 
been adopted in the M-60 for the 
first time, Chrysler reports. This 
enables heavier armor to be used 
in the more vulnerable areas, re- 
duces by several tons the vehicle’s 
overall combat weight and greatly 
increases mobility. 

Another innovation in the ve- 
hicle is its new 750-horsepower 
diesel engine which provides a 
substantially increased operat- 
ing range of over 250 miles. The 
engine for the M-60 is being 
built by Continental Motors 
Corp. in Muskegon, Mich., under 
Ordnance contracts valued at 
$37 million. 

The diesel fuel, not nearly as 
volatile as standard gasoline, is 
less susceptible to fire break-out 
in combat. This lower volatility 
also simplifies supply problems 
and retards evaporization. 

The M-60’s rapid-firing, high ve- 
locity 105-millimeter gun, coupled 
with the greatly simplified fire con- 
trol system, provides the new me-

Q. I read that time served in a 
minority enlistment does not count 
toward retirement on completion 
of 20 years. I enlisted at age 17 
with parents’ consent. Is my full 
time creditable? 


A. Yes, the minority enlistment 
with parents’ consent counts from 
age 17. Without parents’ or guard- 
ian’s consent, it would not count 
until you attained age 18. Minority 
time may count toward longevity 
for basic pay purposes, but not 
toward length of service in mak- 
ing up the required 20 years.

For Disposal 


NORWOOD, Mass.—The feasibil- 
ity of an “ultrasonic can opener” 
to aid demolition squads in dis- 
arming unexploded bombs is being 
studied by engineers at Raytheon 
Company’s commercial apparatus 
and systems division here. 

Engineers are experimenting 
with the properties of “silent 
sound,” beyond the audible range. 
The study aims at developing a 
technique for cutting into steel-en- 
cased bombs without generating ex- 
cessive heat. 

Ultrasonic impact grinders are 
widely used in industry to cut hard 
and brittle materials. A tool tip 
moves up and down 25,000 times a 
second driving an abrasive liquid 
against the work to be cut. Al- 
though the tool itself never touches 
the work, the tiny particles in the 
liquid cut the work in the. same 
shape as the tool to an accuracy 
of 0.0002 inches.

Gadget at White Sands 
Simulates Atom Blast 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE RANGE, N. M.—A linear 
electron accelerator is throwing a ten-million-volt punch at 
missile electronic systems at White Sands Missile Range. 


The first-of-its-kind “linac” pro- 
duces a gamma radiation pulse 
similar to that of an atomic ex- 
plosion; its purpose is to tell the 
Army more about nuclear radia- 
tion effects on missiles. 

Built for the Army by Hughes 
Aircraft Co., the linac is located 
in the nuclear effects laboratory 
of Ordnance Mission's electro- 
mechanical laboratories. 

Disappointing in its physical 
appearance, the linac nonetheless 
packs a wallop. 

Ten million volts of gamma 
radiation burst forth in an in- 

stantaneous imitation of a 
nuclear reactor as the linac 
“flash tests” the electronic com- 
ponents of missiles. 

From these tests the Army 
hopes to learn more about the ef- 
fects of a nuclear environment on 
the operation of a missile—will 
the Nike Hercules strike unerring 
ly after passing through an A- 
bomb mushroom, for instance. 

* a 


LINAC “just sits there, calm an 
unimpressive but doing a big job,” 
says nuclear effects lab chief Glen 
Elder. 

Appearing as three or four e’-c- 
tronic cabinets with bit< of 








“plumbing” connecting them, the 
linac doesn’t pop, spurt or gurgle 
—it seems as if nothing happens, 
in fact, with only variations of 
linac’s dial needles proving that 
the machine is at work. 

A pair of five-million watt klys- 
tron tubes sends microwave 
energy into the vacuum of the 
linac’s 30-inch accelerator tube. 
Then an electron gun blasts “surf- 
riding” electrons onto the stream 
—they ride the microwaves as a 
surfrider skims the ocean, picking 
up speed along the way. 

When the 10-million volt charge 
exits in a pencibsize beam, it 
strikes a heavy metal target, such 
as tungsten.. This silent bombard- 
ment creates the gamma radiation 
pulse used to flash the missile 
components being tested. 


THE WSMR linac is the first 
single-pulsing linear accelerator 
ever delivered—others have steady 
repetition rates. After producing 
its single pulse, the linac automa- 
tically shuts itself off to enable 
missile scientists to study the ef- 
fect of the blast on their elec- 
tronic guinea pigs. 





MDW Tops

Over-all campaign chairman Lt.

“Everyone gave generously in 
the drive,” Col. Sawicki said. 
“Cash and pledges in the command 
have come in at an unprecedented 
rate.” 

The total cash and pledges for 
the drive are $31,349.74. The drive, 
which began 17 Sept., had a goal 
of $26,000. 

Col. Sawicki said all units of 
MDW have met or exceeded their 
goals.
